Sunday morning church services 
were held in the chapel as the admin- 
istration considered it wise to keep 
the student body on the campus to 
prevent contact with crowds during 
the influenza epidemic. The music at 
the service surpassed its ordinarily 
high standard. As a prelude, Mr. 
Henry Wesson played "Cradle Song," 
by Hoffman. After a hymn and short 
prayer, Mary Wayland sang the 
Bach-Gounod "Ave Maria," with vio- 
lin obligato by Charlotte Strong. The 
Double Quartette, which has won so 
much recognition and acclaim not only 
in the school but in the city, sang "The 
Lord is My Shepherd," by Weyther. 

Dr. Alva W. Taylor, head of the 
department of Social Ethics in the 
School of Religion at Vanderbilt, 
spoke on "True Culture." Dr. Taylor 
is a convincing, straightforward 
speaker who easily holds the atten- 
tion of his hearers. He mentioned, 
in the couse of his address, that true 
culture breaks down the wall of pre- 
judices between peoples and nations. 
He went further to say that lack of 
understanding is due to ignorance, or 
lack of culture. Culture, he says 
produces democracy. He concluded 
his speech by saying that true culture 
is not only material, but is very 
largely spiritual. Rabbi Marks, in 
his address on Friendship, at Vespers, 
Sunday night, almost paralleled some 
of Dr. Taylor's points. 

The service was concluded by the 
saying of the benediction and, musi- 
cally, came to a close with Mr. Wes- 
son's rendition of Merkel's "Allegro 
in G."

It is natural that there 
should be some reluctance to begin 
getting up early, going to classes, 
and giving strict attention to books 
again; but exams are just around the 
corner, and that fact should be an 
incentive of no little importance to 
especial effort. 

This is a crucial time in the school 
year; exams at the last of this month 
will determine the success or failure 
of each girl. So it is necessary that 
each student realize this and settle 
down to the regular routine. Each 
day that passes brings us closer to 
the testing time, and each lesson left 
to be gotten "after awhile" means that 
much less chance of success. 

Cramming never pays. Yet there 
are some of us who are cheerfully 
letting these past holiday days slip 
by with negligent preparations for 
classes, expecting to spend two or 
three nights during exam week study- 
ing and learn all that should have 
been learned these past four months. 
It can't be done; perhaps enough ma- 
terial may be acquired to answer 
enough questions the next morning to 
get a passing grade, but even this 
rarely works. 

"The past belongs to the Unknown; 
the future belongs to ourselves; there- 
fore, putting that which has happened 
behind us, let us strive forward to 
our goal"; thus wrote a Greek phi- 
losopher, and never were his words 
more applicable than in this case. 
Christmas holidays should be forgot- 
ten for the time in the all-important 
work of attaining knowledge. 

Thus each girl must take advan- 
tage of every opportunity for study 
and review, and brush up on the weak 
spots which may have been left be- 
fore Christmas. The best of us have 
left work undone, either through mis- 
take or negligence. By catching up 
on time instead of waiting till the 
last minute, time and labor are saved 
for the student and exam time will 
not be one of such hardship. All that 
we have said on that may be summed 
up in this old proverb, "A stich in time 
saves nine."

Not only are these recitals beneficial 
to the students and friends, but to the 
performer herself. It is indeed a very 
great honor to the individual per- 
former to be selected by the depart- 
ment heads to present a recital. And 
her appreciation is shown by the in- 
terest she takes in making the recital 
a good presentation of her work done 
in the Conservatory of Music.

This exhibit was brought under the 
auspices of the Art Alliance of 
America from the Art Center, New 
York. 

The exhibit, which comprises 18 
mounts on grey chipso board, are of 
reproductions of the work of the chil- 
dren in Professor Cizek's Viennese 
classes. Professor Cizek allows his 
pupils to have perfect freedom and 
self-expression in drawing, and he 
has demonstrated to all the world how 
rich in imagination and how strong in 
power of expression is the child from 
5 to 16 years of age.

LAWRENCE GOODMAN IN RECITAL 



Dr. Barton spoke Monday in the 
chapel on the question of mob feeling 
dirlnf exams. In a five-minute 
siieech, Dr. Barton told how It is pos- 
* ble for one or two girls to excite 
the whole student body to such a peak 
of nervousness that it may become 
.possible to study for the tests. 
Some girls, he continued, are so fright- 
ened at the prospect of examinations 
that they are dropping subjects, or 
are even considering discontinuing 
their school life. "Written questions 
and answers put down to satisfy a 
teacher are by no means the last ex- 
aminations you will take during the 
course of your life," he said, in effect, 
"and it is a test of your character how 
you are going to react to these exami- 
nations." He advised the student 
body to go into the examination period 
with aa calm and assured feelings as 
one is able to muster, and to beware 
lest the panic which Borne inefficient 
students inevitably feel take posses- 
sion of one, and keep one from doing 
study possible. 



"AUNT BELLE" 




"Aunt Belle" Joiner, one of the last 
of the true old Southern mammies, is 
no longer a part of Ward-Belmont. 
Having been twenty-three years, first 
with Ward Seminary and after the 
affiliation with Belmont College, with 
the school as it is now. Aunt Belle 
has almost come to be one of the 
traditions of the school. She has all 
the qualities that go to make up the 
best cooks in the world. 

Until the last few months she was 
active in service here but her health 
became poor, and although she man- 
aged to be in the kitchen every day, 
her duties were more or less light. 
Both last year and this at the ser- 
vants' Christmas program, Aunt Belle 
sat on the platform with the servants, 
and appearing as she did, the very 
image of the far-famed "mammy," she 
won great applause and instant love 
from everyone. 

The school has arranged that the 
rest of her life may be spent in com- 
fort and ease, although she no longer 
can work. Such is the reward of 
long and faithful service, for Ward- 
Be'mont loves its servants and cares 
for them after they have given the 
best of their lives and their devoted 
services to the school. 



From the smooth flowing tones 
shown in Schumann's "Romance," to 
the final dynamic power in the "Val- 
kyries," Mr. Goodman held the at- 
tention of the Ward-Belmont girls 
and the townspeople. Our artist, who 
is head of the School of Piano of the 
Ward-Belmont Conservatory of Music, 
showed unusual technique, but this, 
rather than being an outstanding fea- 
ture seemed to serve only as a very 
stable background for Mr. Goodman's 
artisty and beautiful interpretation. 

The Nashville Banner states: 
"Lawrence Goodman's piano recital 
Friday night in the Ward-Belmont 
auditorium was a delicious menu for 
the musical appetite. At the festive 
board were the student body and 
faculty of the noted school for girls, 
with a goodly representation of piano 
lovers from the city at large. 

On this occasion as on former ones 
Mr. Goodman, the leading artist- 
teacher of the institution's department 
of piano, impressed his hearers as be- 
ing a devout priest of the musical cult, 
a mediator who brings the master's 
messages to his assemblages in au- 
thentic, inspired, and inspiring form. 

The inspiration, in Mr. Goodman's 
case, inheres in his bringing the musi- 
cal idea out into relief. The difference 
between him and the run of good 
pianists, is, to my mind, that he never 
— even in the stress of the technically 
most exacting passages— loses sight 
of the idea that he is expressing, and 
the run of good pianists do sometimes 
lose sight of the music for the notes. 
I thought of this characteristic espe- 
cially when he played the Chopin 
"Scherzo" (opus 39) with its fast two- 
handed octave work, faultlessly per- 
formed. The same thought occurred 
to me also when he raised the some- 
what hackneyed Chopin "Waltz in E 
Minor" out of the commonplace into 
which it too often tends to fall. 

But the well-known "acid test" of 
the player's adherence to the musical 
essence came in his last two numbers, 
the Liszt transcription of Wagner's 
"Love-Death," score from Tristan and 
Isolde, and the Hutcheson arrange- 
ment of the "Ride of the Valkyries." 
It was a test simply because the musi- 
cal ideas come so thick and fast in 
these orchestral scores that the ten 
digits of two hands have a deuce of 
a task in presenting what Wagner in- 
tended to be the job of a hundred 
players. The Tristan pages with their 
sustained surges do not suit the piano 
at all. The arranger of the galloping 
Valykrie music had a happier task. 
Mr. Goodman was, to be sure, com- 
pletely equal to his difficult task in 
both numbers, but the latter was much 
more effective. 

The program was dynamically cli- 
mactic. It began with Schumann s 
"Romance," Liszt's "Forest Mur- 
murs" and Chopin's "Nocturne,' 
(opus 27, No. 1). The Liszt piece 
with its placid melodic lines, were 
never for a moment lost in the florid 
runs that festooned and twined about 
it. The "Nocturne" might well have 
been called a "song without words, 
and Mr. Goodman's reading of those 
phrases was more eloquent than any 
words could have been." 

The Nashville Tenneesean of Jan- 
uary 19, says: "Mr. Goodman's art 
is constantly growing, his technique 
becoming more and more brilliant and 
his interpretations more and more 
polished and carefully wrought He 
began with the lovely "Romance, by 
Schumann, and his pedal effects in 
this were noteworthy. 



Liszt's difficult etude, "Waldesraus- 
chen," received a dashing performance 
and the pianist's octaves in the left 
hand were, stunning. A rarely heard 
"Nocturne" of Chopin was played with 
beauty of tone and poetry of inter- 
pretation. 

Chopin's "Valse in E Minor" was 
light and dainty, and the pianist 
brought out many undreamed of inner 
voices with clearness. 



The great "Scherzo" in the 
key as the "Nocturne" was marvelous 
in the constantly contrasting of pow- 
erful chords with delicate runs in both 
hands. Mr. Goodman's chords are 
superb. They are massive and have 
tremendous depth. He certainly is a 
master of the very latest in modern 



's "Prelude and Fugue" 
(op. 35, No. 1) was splendidly played, 
but the two big Wagner numbers were 
among the finest things Mr. Goodman 
has ever done. The "Liebestod" 
which ends "Tristan and Isolde," in 
Liszt's impressive transcription and 
Hutcheson's arrangement of the 
"Ride of the Valkyries," from "Die 
Walkure," were played with tremen- 
dous effect. They had all the grand- 
eur and tonal color that it is possible 
for a pianist to reproduce of an opera 
with its orchestra and singers, and 
Mr. Goodman with his dazzling tech- 
nique and poetic insight gave inspir- 
ing performances of both

Of course, 
you know this wonderful leader of the 
New York Philharmonic Orchestra 
broadcasts his programs for children 
and college students Friday morning 
of each week, and it is our privilege 
to listen in on these musical and edu- 
cational treats over the radio in the 
musical science room. 

In his programs Mr. Damrosch tells 
the story of the composition to be 
played, and often he has a little mel- 
ody part played to show us what is 
to be told in the music.

ON CHAPERONES 



Is it agreeable to you to be in a 
group of people who make you feel 
an outcast? Do you enjoy being with 
a crowd who destroy your poise and 
ease of mind by behaving toward you 
as if you were not on their social 
plane and who believe themselves in 
some way superior to you?

The chaperone, herself, has a very 
different viewpoint. She goes, often

SKETCHES 



There has recently been exhibited 
an uncommon canvas which has at- 
tracted not a little attention and com- 
ment. The artist is Frederick Waugh, 
the noted American marine painter. 
It is a gathering together of seem- 
ingly unrelated objects, of lights and 
shades, of angles and curves, of forms 
and shadows, of something and noth- 
ing. 

In response to continuous inquiries 
in regard to this singular group, a 
sharp contrast in subject to hi* sea- 
scapes, for which he is widely known, 
Mr. Waugh speaks in this way of the 
painting : 

"Many people have asked me the 
meaning of this picture I call "Con- 
clave." What does it represent? what 
is the idea back of it? 

"I had completed several important 
canvases of the sea and was in the 
mood for a thorough-going relaxation, 
when I happened to get interested in 
some copper jugs and other things 
about the studio. I began to group 
them together, feeling in an entirely 
irresponsible mood, and before I real- 
ized it had a lot of figures mixed up 
with draperies and any sort of thing 
I could find in the studio to add to 
the medley. Finally I went to the 
house and looted all manner of things 
from my wife's collection of antiques. 
Well, I got so interested that I piled 
up the big collection and spent sev- 
eral days arranging it in some sort 
of form. There wasn't any plan, or 
particular idea, but just the amuse- 
ment of it captivated me, and I later 
determined to paint it and go on with 
the fun. 

"It was a great relief to let my- 
self go after the weeks I had spent 
painting the sea. So I went at this 
with great interest. Somehow these 



little creatures became full of in- 
terest for me. I had a feeling of 
reality about them — the group about 
the pot with the magic fire burning 
in it, for instance — the big manikin 
— I had made him out of pillows and 
put the Chinese coat on him — and the 
little God of Fun taking it all in. 

"When I had it pretty well on the 
way, I showed it to some artist 
friends. We were amused to watch 
their reactions to such a picture by 
an old sea salt of a painter. After 
the first shock, they got interested and 
wanted to know what I called it, etc. 
A man for whom I have a great re- 
gard said to me, 'Waugh, the name 
for that picture is "Conclave," don't 
you think so?' We unanimously voted 
it 'Conclave,' because there is a sug- 
gestion of secrecy about this meeting 
— a sort of private conference. 

"The idea the picture represents is 
only a whimsical phantasy. I like to 
study it and let my imagination run 
rfot, and I hope that others will. The 
public likes to know how its artists 
happened to think of their subjects, 
but it is generally useless to ask; they 
don't know themselves half the time. 
Ideas just come, and there is no ex- 
planation — so it was with ' n — ' 
and I painted it."

It concerns two ] 
lar young Washingtonians, 
Gary, .Jr. .and Miss Helen Gary, son 
and daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Hamp- 
son Gary, whose guests Lord and 
Lady Allenby were while in the Capi- 
tal. 

Mr. Gary, then United States envoy 
to Egypt, and Mrs. Gary, were close 
friends of Lord and Lady Allenby, it 
will be remembered, and on the morn- 
ing which witnesed the opening 
of the battle from which the dis- 
tinguished soldier takes his title, Lord 
Allenby, of Meiriddo (or Arma<reddon) 
the Garys and their children had been 
invited to breakfast with Lord Allenby 
at his headauarters at the front be- 
yond Jerusalem.

Dean 
Noe answers this by saying, "You can 
give one life in perfect self-surrender. 
Jesus has a plan and purpose for 
every life. You must let yourself be 
led by His spirit; for you can never 
do anything for others until He has 
done for you."

MISS TOWNSEND 
SPEAKS ON 
LITTLE THEATRE 



Upon entering the large studio of 
the School of Expression, which is lo- 
cated on the second floor of the aca- 
demic building, one is especially at- 
tracted by the spaciousness of the 
hall which has a seating capacity of 
150, a group just the right size to 
establish intimate contact between lis- 
tener and reader. A small, yet fully 
appointed stage is set at one end of 
the hall, and studio recitals are given 
there each week. From the mellow 
shadows on the brass candlesticks to 
the little sun spots playing on the 
tables and chairs, the studio casts 
about itself an atmosphere of peace 
and learning, mingled with a diffusion 
of a contact greater than self. 

Since the past week has been Na- 
tional Drama Week, it would not 
seem at all fitting unless we did not 
have some message from Miss Town- 
send, the Director of the School of 
Expression. In an interview with 
Miss Townsend, the trend of events 
and thoughts naturally turned to the 
theatre, and she made the statement 
that she was not at all surprised at 
the slump in things theatrical, "be- 
cause," she said, "whenever a person- 
al e'ement for less artistry enters into 
an art in the place of severe technical 
training, the artistic spirit is bound 
to suffer." 

Resuming the conversation which 
had taken a turn around to a discus- 
sion of the Little Theatre movement 
which has been prevalent in the last 
two decades Miss Townsend said, "The 
Little Theatre has much to answer 
for in that it panders to personal de- 
sire to act without very often requir- 
ing training. The Littl° Theatre, 
after 20 years of life, is still the Lit- 
tle Theatre instead of the Theatre, 
proving that its place still satisfies 
the person who liked to act without 
really having the spirit of art which 
requires severe training. The great 
advance has been in the schools, as 
in the majority of both high schools 
and co'leges especially, to have some 
dramatic training along the lines of 
the theatre. The untrained dramatic 
clubs do not make for the future ar- 
tistic development along the lines of 
voice, body and mind." 



Enlarging upon her theme she con- 
tinued: "No musician would dare to 
start a music club who did not at 
least know the rudiments of scale 
work, and no person could play a 
game of tennis without at least know- 
ing how to hold the racket, and yet, 
so-called dramatic clubs pander to a 
personal desire to show off seme feel- 
ing of heaven-sent talent. So long as 
we are satisfied to accept the un- 
trained actor simply because he en- 
joys acting and do not demand that 
the same amount of training shall be 
put into dramatic presentations as is 
put into opera, the violin, piano, and 
the technical arts, painting and sclup- 
ture, we need never expect to have a 
real dramatic conscience!" 

The second studio recital was given 
at 3:45 o'clock on February 21st. 
The program included two one-act 
plays of interesting themes.

"If you are going 
to write anything that is going to 
mean something," said Bishop Wise, 
"live your life in the open. Show 
vour colors when the testing time 
comes.

Wise sad, "Build into your name 
qualities that endure; characteristics 
that are of value, and you will feel 
that the record has been worth mak- 
nig."

Leadership! It is an order to which 
even the meekest of us aspires. 
From childhood on through the years, 
we pay homage to those men and 
women who have, through their ability 
as leaders, carved for themselves last- 
ing monuments in the annals of man- 
kind, and we wish that we could do 
the same thing. Yet, when we look 
more deeply into the matter, we find 
that leadership is not, as some would 
think, a gift, but is a quality which 
is within the power of each of us to 
cultivate.

A lonely road in a far away coun- 
try, a peaceful traveler suddenly beaet 
by robbers and left lying half dead 
by the road side, a priest who looks at 
the prostrate man but passes on by, 
and then another traveler who ap- 
proaches, sees, and helps to the utter- 
most of which he is capable — this was 
the vivid picture that Dr. Prentice 
Pugh drew for us at the vesper ser- 
vice last Sunday evening. "Society 
today," said Dr. Pugh, "may be eas- 
ily compared to these three men of 
the long ago in respect to wrong that 
has been committed. There are those 
who today actually take part in do- 
ing that which is evil — in personal, so- 
cial and international life. There are 
those who see the need for correct- 
ing this evil but who give no assist- 
ance in making the world better. 
There is a third group, however, com- 
posed of those who see the need for 
aid in someone near them, in their 
community or in some country across 
the seas, and who do all in their power 
to help. "The world," concluded Dr. 
Pugh, "is calling for people who will 
help anywhere and at any time. To 
which group do you belong?" 

Last Thursday afternoon occurred 
the second social service tour of the 
year, under the direction of Alice Dan- 
iel, a member of the committee. T he- 
place visited was Bethlehem Center, 
a settlement house for colored people 
in north Nashville. 

Upon arriving at the Center, the 
girls were greeted by Miss Young, 
head resident, who explained the work 
of the settlement before she conducted 
them through the buildings. It was 
founded a year ago by an old colored 
woman who appealed to some stu- 
dents in the Methodist Training 
School to help her meet the problems 
of the people — of the children and the 
older boys and girls who practically 
lived on the streets in that section of 
the city. As a result Bethlehem Cen- 
ter stands today as a good neighbor- 
hood in the crowded district of north 
Nashville, with doors wide open to 
minister to any one in need, doing a 
work that is slowly changing the char- 
acter of the entire community. 

As Miss Young conducted the girls 
through the various clubs, classes and 
clinics, where one could really see the 
settlement in operation, it was noticed 
that they lingered longest in the kin- 



dergarten. The children there — well, 
as Alice says, "I've seen cute negro 
children, but never before any as cute 
as these." 

Students at Fisk, majoring in so- 
ciology, assist with the work of the 
Center. It would take too long to de- 
scribe its activities in detail, but as 
many as one thousand eight hundrtl 
people are reached each week through 
its many activities.

All manner of 
games were played in the yard, while 
inside the house was turned into a 
busy workshop of children cutting out 
all kinds, sorts, and shapes, of pic- 
tures. At the request of little Evelyn, 
Vesta played the piano and soon an 
interested group gathered around her. 
Later, the girls changed places, so 
that all the girls could become ac- 
quainted with all the children. 

It seemed no time at all before the 
car returned for us, and even then 
we were so loathe to go that the 
chauffeur had a nice nap while wait- 
ing for us. The children were all very 
anxious for us to return as soon as 
possible, but I believe that the girls 
could outdo them in wanting to re- 
turn. No girl realizes what brave 
little soldiers these children are or 
what good time they can give us, 
until she goes out to pay a visit to the 
Junior League Home for Crippled 
Children.

Rules and regurations — yes, they 
seem at those times when they inter- 
fere with our plans to be rather use- 
less and, to say the least, annoying.

Percussion Instrument/ Used 

On Friday, March 8th, at chapel 
time, the history of music students 
and others interested, heard another 
delightful program by the Walter 
Damrosch Symphony. 

This time percussion instruments 
were portrayed, mainly the kettle 
drums. The kettle drums are played 
by striking with sticks or hands. 

There are two kinds of percussion 
instruments. One produces musical 
tones and one produces rythmical 
tone. The kettle drums produce tones 
and the musical pitch is quite varied, 
though it sounds low and rumbling 
and isn't clear. 

The first number to be played was 
"Tone Poem," by a Finnish composer, 
Sibelius. He surely must have felt 
the love for his country strongly, be- 
cause the composition, which is in 
honor of his native land, portrayed 
a marvelous feeling of patriotism and 
love. The kettle drums marked a pe- 
culiar rythm in this that is wholly 
fascinating and stirring. 

Beethoven's "Thunderstorm" from 
the pastorale symphony, was next 
played. The thunder is portrayed by 
the kettle drums and other bass in- 
struments, while the violin gave us the 
raindrops. 

In this we felt the anxiousness in 
the approaching storm. We heard trie 
lightning. We lived through the en- 
tire thunderstorm until gradually it 
passed, and the sun shone forth in 
all his glory on a beautiful, clear, 
fresh world. 

Another example of kettle drums 
was used in "Finale From Symphony 
No. Five," by Tschaikowsky. This 
triumphant national song concluded 
the program. 



A LETTER HOME Lucil,e Howa rd Ele cted Presiden < 



Paris, July 4, 1928. 

Dear Family: 

Our stay in Paris has been so won- 
derful and each day crowded with in- 
teresting events all of which I want 
to tell you about but some things will 
have to wait until I get home. Today 
has been one of the most interesting 
and eventful days we have had, and 
as it is the glorious Fourth I will do 
it the honor of confining my letter 
home tonight strictly to the activities 
of this day. I can't imagine any op- 
portunity more wonderful than the 
one we have had of being in Paris 
today and attending the dedication of 
the monument to the Escadrille La- 
fayette which took place this morn- 
ing. We, of course, knew that we were 
very fortunate to be here for such a 
celebration but not until we arrived 
in the beautiful park of Villeneuve 
l'Etang, already made famous by Car- 
rot, did we realize in the fullest sense 
that our stay in Paris could well have 
been planned around this one event. 

The sacredness and solemnity of 
this occasion threw its silence over 
us as soon as we took our places in 
the section reserved for Americans. 
Here we faced a beautiful marble 
arch which is 66 feet high and 45 
feet wide, and which has engraved 
on it the names of the 209 pilots of 
the Escadrille Lafayette — 67 of them 
starred. On one of the inner walls 
is carved these words: 

"May this memorial quicken in 
mankind the spirit that animated the 
volunteers of the Escadrille Lafay- 
ette, sons of the U. S. of America, 
pioneers of her entry into the World 
War. 

Aviation Corps received into the 
Army of France, 20th of April, 
1916." 

Behind the platform of the speak- 
ers and just under the Arch were the

OF THE "Y" 



At the last meeting of the Industrial 
Commission the results of the previ- 
ously taken "True and False" tests 
were revealed. The girls varied great- 
ly on all questions, some of which 
were: the relation of woman to in- 
dustry; the relation of woman to home 
and industry; social attitude aad its 
relation to life; companionate mar- 
riage — its meaning; what the typical 
college girl is, as to her standards; 
the industrial problem as regarding 
the negroes. 

The special point for discussion for 
this meeting was: "Should the mar- 
ried woman do work outside the home 
if such work is not needed for sup- 
port?" In answering this the girls 
agreed but their reasons for agreeing 
were widely divergent. It was men- 
tioned that the woman's attention 
would be drawn from her home life 
if she worked after marriage, but the 
point stressed was that she took the 
position from someone that really 
needed the job. 



Two features of particular interest 
made sunday school last Sunday very 
worthwhile to the large number who 
were present. The first was the open- 
ing talk by Dorothy Black and the 
second was the discussion group led by 
Miss Brooks. 

Since we are now in the very midat 
of the Lenten season, Dorothy's talk 
on "How to Keep Lent" was very 
timely. "Lent," she said, "should be 
not so much by giving up 
some special thing for a few weeks 
each spring as a form of self-denial, 
but rather as a spirit that we take 
into our daily living throughout every 
week of the year."

HAPPINESS 



I hear so much from many who 
speak of happiness as something that 
comes to the few, or as something 
that merely breaks luckily, and those 
who happen to be around get a lion's 
share. 

I am beginning to think and to be- 
lieve however that happiness is large- 
ly a matter of personal philosophy. 
In reading the lives of really great 
people one finds that they did not 
tread the rose strewn path — no, they 
tasted of unhappiness, too. One of 
my favorite writers passed a most 
unhappy youth and manhood — and 
yet left to the world a beautiful rec- 
ord of deeds. Apparently he put 
happiness into his book. 

Stevenson endured a life of ill 
health, yet today he is one of the 
happiest of writers to read. Once he 
wrote in one his informal essays: "If 
a person cannot be happy without re- 
maining idle, idle he should remain." 

There is a charm and beauty about 
all that Stevenson wrote that attracts 
one to him. You feel you are in the 
presence of the man himself as you 
sit and read what he once wrote and 
recorded. 

How rilled with courage was this 
writer. Here is a favorite sentence: 
"Soon, soon it comes. You must come 
forth on some conspicuous hilltop and, 
but a little further against the set- 
ting sun, decry the spires of El Do- 
rado. Little do you know your own 
blessedness; for to travel hopefully 
is a better thing than to arrive and 
the true success is to labor." 

How can anything that makes us 
happy be old-fashioned? Why should 
anything beautiful be old-fashioned? 



LEADER OR 

FOLLOWER? 



Have you ever heard anyone say of 
a girl, "She is a born leader?" Yes, 
and I have no doubt that the same 
thought had entered your mind, if you 
knew the girl in question even slight- 
ly, before it was expressed to you. A 
person who has the qualities of lead- 
ership is always recognized and ap- 
preciated for her ability. 

There is not one among us who does 
pot ,{iS ve a genuine respect for the 
girls on our campus who have proven 
!& .tfieir. classmates their capability, 



and who have been chosen as "leaders" 
when there was need of one. If you 
will notice often they are not the 
girls who would be voted the most 
beautiful or the wittiest in the school. 
On the other hand, there are those 
who have self-control, respect for 
honesty, powers for clear and rapid 
thinking, and a friendly disposition. 
A combination of such characteristics 
cannot but result in leadership. 

All through the history of our na- 
tion, and of all the others, there are 
stories of the men who were singled 
out to lead; in the Bible the Israel- 
ites to the Promised Land. No or- 
dinary man could achieve this great 
task; and so Moses was chosen, — a 
man far above his companions in 
faith, in controlling others, and in 
clarity of thought. Doubtless he 
would never have achieved what he 
did had it not been that those over 
whom he was made commander were 
forced to admire him and follow the 
dictates of one who combined the 
qualities of a leader with a pleasing 
personality. 

Countless others we could name in 
this class, — some who lead enterprises 
so vast as to have left names in his- 
tory that will live forever, others 
who were perhaps just as great and 
who served others just as well, but 
whose names are now forgotten. 

There are different degrees and 
kinds of leadership; but each is im- 
portant in its way. It may be the 
presidency of a club, a council, or 
a class, or even of the student body; 
but the girl chosen to All the position 
was not selected for her beautiful 
hair and eyes, but because her friends 
realized she was best fitted to direct 
the organization. 

We are all leaders in a way. Some- 
one, somewhere is watching us and 
following our example. Remember- 
ing that in our life at Ward-Belmont 
each girl should make it her object 
so to conduct herself that others ad- 
miring and respecting her, and, fol- 
lowing, find themselves going the right 
way.

flags of the Allied nations, and the 
platform itself was draped in royal 
blue and gold. On the platform were 
many distinguished men, among them 
Marshall Foch, Ambassador Herrick, 
Minister of War Painleve, represen- 
tatives of the Lafayette family, the 
Minister of Commerce, and represen- 
tatives of all the other ministries. 
Bishop Manning of New York gave 
» beautiful benediction, embodying 
the text: "Greater love hath no man 
than this, that a man lay down his 
life for his friends." 

Soon after the arrival of the speak- 
ers and distinguished guests, the 
French Military Band played the 
"Star Spangled Banner" and then the 
"Marseillaise." A beautiful sight 
was an Escadrille of about ten mili- 
tary planes which flew in formation 
over the Memorial. This seemed to 
be the connecting link between the 
present and the past and it stirred 
you to the very depths. 

Ambassador Herrick made a speech 
reviewing his personal experience 
with the boys who came to him for 
advice on volunteering their services 
to France. His tribute to them was 
beautiful and he referred to them as 
the Saviors of our National Honor. 
Painleve's speech was in French and 



it must have been a stirring one as 
the French applauded vigorously and 
were greatly moved by it. 

Just in front of the monument is 
a lovely lake which reflects the Arch 
and which is made more beautiful by 
pink and white water lillies. Its still 
and tranquil beauty, the green trees, 
towering above the lovely Arch, 
seemed filled with singing birds, and 
all toned in to a setting, the beauty 
of which we shall never forget.

Irene Crane Humphrey, for two 
veara prima donna soprano of the 
Philadelphia Grand Opera Company, 
. lighted her first Nashville audience 
last Friday evening, March 15th. 

Mrs. Humphrey is a native Bos- 
tonian; began seriously to study 
music with the idea of becoming a 
concert pianist. She later began the 
■-tudy of voice culture with Stetson 
Humphrey, the well-known artist and 
teacher, who is now the director of 
the school of voice at the Ward-Bel- 
mont conservatory, and with whom 
she studied for a number of years 
before going to Europe to complete 
her training. 

In Milano, Mrs. Humphrey was 
coached by Aurelio Caffo and Vincenzo 
Manno; in Lyons by Jaques Billard; 
in Paris by Louise Chalfont, and in 
London by Carlo Morellia, Stetson 
Humphrey being her only American 
teacher. When she was eighteen she 
made her debut in Milano in the lead- 
ing, role of "Mimi," in Puccin's 
"Boheme," and she has the distinction 
of being the youngest artist *p have 
ever sung that role. She ret#ned to 
this country two years ago, after win- 
ning the praise of the corrt«ent in 
operatic work, and was immediately 
engaged as prima donna soprano with 
fllf Philadelphia Grand Opera Com- 
pany. 

Mrs. Humphrey possesses all the 
secrets of a very refined art. She 
has a fine, delicate and resonant voice 
and splendid dramatic temperament. 
She enjoys the reputation of being one 
of the youngest and most charming 
sopranos of the day.

On Sunday afternoon, March 17th, 
at three o'clock, the Nashville Sym- 
phony orchestra, under the direction 
of F. Arthur Henkel, gave its fifth 
concert of this season. 

We all knew Miss Mary Douthit 
of our conservatory of music was go- 
ing to play. We knew it faintly, but 
we didn't realize how she was going 
to play. 

You should have heard the audi- 
ence gasp when she appeared. How 
could this tiny slip of womanhood, 
dressed so daintily in black and green, 
play with a symphony orchestra? 
Well, it didn't take her long to show 
that audience how she could play. 
She held them spell-bound throughout 
her whole performance. Yet she 
was charmingly unpretentious and 
straightforward during her playing. 

The Tennessean says of Miss 
Douthit: "Could we remember all the 
adjectives of praise we have used in 
nearly ten years at this job, they 
would not be enough to pay in tribute 
to the beautiful playing of Miss 
Douthit. She simply played marvel- 
ously. 

She has had some great teachers: 
von Nickwitz, Lawrence Goodman of 
Ward-Belmont, and Sigismond Sto- 
jowski in New York. Her playing of 
the first movement of Grieg's A minor 
concerto, with orchestra, was mas- 
terly, each phrase being as clear-cut 
as a cameo, her octaves in both hands 
had the rapidity which one expects 
only from the great artists, and she 
revealed the most surprising strength 
for her size in the big chords. We 
single out for special praise the diffi- 
cult cadenza and the beautiful pedal 
effects she got in holding over cer- 
tain tones. 

"In her Chopin group, Miss Douthit 
deepened the impression she made in 
the concerto. The tempestuous C 
minor etude, with its arpeggios in 
both hands, she took at breath-taking 
speed. In the E major etude she 
showed a style which is unique for 
the individuality of its tone coloring. 
She exhibits flawless taste at all 
times, and one felt that the emphasis

DR. HAAS TO BE 

GUEST OF Y.W.C.A 

Dr. Cyril Haas is to be the guest 
of tE)£,XW.C.A. of Ward-Belmont on 
Thursday and Friday, March 28th 
and 29th. He has spent the last three 
week-ends with student groups in the 
Universities of Tennessee, Indiana, 
and Illinois, and as a speaker he has 
literally been in demand by colleges 
from one end of the United States 
to the other. The cabinet of the "Y" 
were indeed delighted when Dr. Haas 
accepted their invitation. 

A graduate of the Medical Depart- 
ment of the University of Michigan, 
Dr. Haas found himself, eighteen 
years ago, in Adana, a city in the 
large Cilician plane in Turkey, 
eighteen miles eat of the ancient city 
of Tarsus, the birthplace of St. Paul. 
The population was 70,000 within the 
city and 150,000 living in the sur- 
rounding villages. The young doctor 
was there to establish a much-needed 
hospital, and from the first night of 
his arrival when he was able to save 
the life of a child who had been given 
up by the native doctors — from that 
first night on through the weeks and 
months that followed, the story of his 
work thfaa reads far more like n 
romance* <Hwn like sober reality. To- 
day in the midst of the crowded city 
of Adana, hot and dusty beyond 
imagination in summer, and wet and 
muddy all winter, stands a large hos- 
pital, the visible sign of the results 
of years of extraordinary work and 
devotion. Thousands have been 
helped both to life and health — from 
a proud Turkish general to the most 
neglected child in the slums. Over 
12,000 people were in attendance at 
the daily clinics of the hospital this 
past year alone. Today it is the one 
hospital in Adana doing work for 
children and babies. 

Dr. Haas has consented to speak 
in chapel both on Thursday and Fri- 
day mornings, and will share with 
us some of the adventures of his stay 
in Adana. After a year's study in 
America, he sails in June to resume 
his work in the hospital.

"I have come to have implicit faith 
in the judgment of youthful au- 
diences, if they are not too youthful 
Such groups usually know a good 
thing when they see and hear it. 
They may not be able to say why. 
But that is secondary in importance. 
The audience of Ward-Belmont girls 
was completely under the sway of the 
recitalist from the moment she ap- 
peared on the stage until the end of 
the program, when she retired after 
granting three extra songs. Enthusi- 
asm xan just as high also among the 
musical 'old timers,' who had gathered 
in large numbers to hear the newest 
member of the Ward-Belmont con- 
servatory teaching force. 

"The first quality of the singer that 
became evident was her fresh, youth- 
ful femininity, an attribute that ap- 
pealed not only to those among her 
hearers who possessed that same 
blessing, but also to all others who 
still had eyes. But personality and 
voice were a perfect team. Mrs. Hum- 
phrey has a voice of the resonant 
sort that is so welcome in a soprano. 
Hence it was that those songs which 
lay in the middle of her pitch com- 
pass received the full glory of her 
tone production. 

"The singer's program consisted of 
a French aria from 'Mignon' and 
three groups of shorter songs in three 
other languages (German, Italian and 



English), with another tongue (Span- 
ish) represented in one of her en- 
cores. And she handled all these 
vernaculars, seemingly, with equal 
ease and precision. Certain it is that 
the linguistic part of her vocality is 
not its least attractive phase. 

"The German group brought 'Die 
Forelle' (Schubert), 'Die Lotusblume' 
(Franz), 'Nur wer die Sehnsucht 
kennt' (Tschaikowsky) and 'Verge- 
bliches Staendchen,' by Brahms. They 
all produced the usual deep impres- 
sion, though the irresistible fun of the 
Brahms number made it the favorite 
of the bunch. Four Sicilian folk 
songs, a refreshing novelty here, made 
up the Italian group. Their effect 
was enhanced by the colorful Italian 
peasant costume worn by the singer. 
Among the English songs were "Dan- 
ny Boy," by Weatherley, *Ze 01' 
Bayou,' by Strickland, 'Rain,' by 
Curran, and 'Russian Sleigh Hound,' 
by Kountz. In this group the Kountz 
number, with its bubbling over of win- 
ter fun, was clearly the favorite. 

"Among Mrs. Humphrey's encores 
were 'Cuckoo' (Lehmann), 'Spanish 
Love Song' (Laverde), 'Poor Finish' 
(Waller), 'Daddy's Sweetheart' (Leh- 
mann), and 'You Don't Know What 
You're Missin*,* by Vete.

When the shorthand students went 
to class on Saturday morning there 
was ineed a real treat in store for 
them — what do you think it was?

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TOWER 

The historic tower has long been one of the landmarks of this countryside. 
In 1866 it was a part of the estate of Colonel Acklen. At this time it was 
used as a water tower and surrounded by a moat, spanned by a bridge at the 
entrance of the tower. During the Federal occupation of Nashville dur.ng 
the Civil War, the tower was used as a signal station. Since that time it has 
come to be the means of sending out a beautiful message of harmony not only 
in music but in the hearts of the many Alumnae of both North and South who 
joined in the gift of the chimes to the school. 

The class of '21 under the leadership of Mrs. Clotelle Brazelton Eubank, 
of Rosebud, Texas, and through the inspiration of Miss Lillia D. Mills Dean 
of Women from 1915 to 1927, initiated the chimes fund to which the Alumnae 
and each out-going Senior class have generously contributed. The chimes, 
consisting of 23 bells, the smallest weighing 20 pounds, and the largest nearly 
1,400 pounds, were installed last November at a cost of $13,000 by Gillette and 
Johnston, the world's largest bell makers, of Croydon, England. This carillion 
is the only one in the South, with the exception of the singing tower in Florida, 
and it is the only one in a girls' school in the world.

KENNETH ROSE GIVES 
BRILLIANT PROGRAM 



First Concert Since 1927 



On Thursday, April 14, Mr. Ken- 
neth Rose gave one of the most charm- 
ing and brilliant recitals held here this 
year. Every one who heard him real 
ized what wonderful artist he is. 

All of the numbers were beautiful 
but the ones which took the student's 
ear the most were Kriesler's "Fras- 
quita," Hungarian Dance No. 1 by 
Brahms-Joachim and his "Estrellita" 
by Ponce. Saint-Saens "Aquariam" 
in the third group was another beau- 
tiful number in which the violin 
played the obligato accompanied by a 
piano figuration. 

The accompanist, Mrs. Rose, was 
astoundingly at ease while accompany- 
ing those difficult pieces. 

The Nashville Banner gives the fol- 
lowing account of Mr. Rose's recital: 
"Another Kenneth Rose violin re- 
cital was played Thursday night in 
the Ward-Belmont auditorium before 
a town-and-gown audience, the first 
public appearance of that popular ar- 
tist locally for over a year. His pro- 
gram was an interesting one in its 
variety and the recitalist's interpre- 
tations were received with the enthu- 
siasm which is his usual reward. 

The beginning and the end numbers 
were the one which he did exception 
ally well. They were, respectively, the 
beautiful Adagio from the Sonata in 
G Minor by Bach, and the Brahms- 
Joachim Hungarian Dance No. 1. Mr. 
Rose has never done better work be- 
fore local audiences than in this Bach 
number, and the Hungarian dance was 
played with all the abandon and sweep 
that one could ask for. 

The Mendelssohn E Minor concerto, 
too, was well done as a whole. In the 
first movement the recitalist was not 
at his best. He took the thing at a 
tempo that seemed to be a bit pre- 
cipitous, a condition that left its ef- 
fects on the clarity of his execution; 
but when he got to the fast closing 
movement he was in form again and 
played it brilliantly. 

Lehar's 'Frasquita,* in the Kreis- 
ler vestments, opened Mr. Rose's last 
group and made such a hit that he 
was constrained to repeat it. After 
the comparatively uneventful Valse 
Sentimentale (Schubert) came the 
ncvelty of the evening, Saint-Saens 
'Aquarium.' This is an atmospheric 
thing in which the violin played a sort 
of obligato — sustained and muted high 
tones throughout — to an attractive 
piano figuration of the music box type. 
Indeed, the piano work of Hazel Coate 
Rose in this composition was the 
thing, as both the recitalist and the 
audience recognized instantly. The 
'Aquarium' should become a part of 
every violin evening by the Roses for 
some time. 

"Also in the rest of the recitalist's 
program Mrs. Rose's accompaniments 
were up to her usual high musical 
standard. 

"Among Mr. Rose's encores were 
'Orientale' (Cui), Estrellita (Ponce), 
and Canebrake fay Gardner." 
The Nashville Tennessean says: 
"Kenneth Rose, director of the 
school of violin of the Ward-Belmont 
Conservatory of Music, generally gives 
one recital at the school every year, 
but Nashville music lovers have had 
to wait ever since October 13, 1927, 
until last night to enjoy his fine play- 
ing. 

Since a year and a half ago he has 
been soloist with the Nashville Sym- 
phony orchestra, and at the Las Ve- 
gas, New Mexico, fine arts festival, 
and he gave a successful sonata re- 
cital in New York last December. 

"Mr. Rose's crt is constantly grow- 
ing, his technique more brilliant and 
finished, and his interpretations more 
poetic and also more intellectually ma- 
ture. 

Tone Rich, Golden 
The audience was large, as it always 
is when he plays, and many people 
went from town to town to hear him. 
He used his famous Duke of Edin- 
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nerius, and the tone he 
elicits from this fine instrument is rich 
and golden. 

The program began with Schu- 
mann's arrangement of the adagio 
from the partita in G minor, and he 
played this with the dignity and no- 
bility of tone required by Bach's great 
music. 

The Tartini variations on a Corelli 
theme, edited by Kreisler, were bril- 
liantly done and each variation was a 
gem. 

Mendelssohn's only violin concerto, 
the celebrated one in E minor, was 
given complete, and all four move- 
ments made a profound impression. 
His singing tone in the divinely beau- 
tiful andante, and his breath-taking 
speed in the finale, were great achieve- 
ments. 

"Kreisler'8 arrangement of Lehar's 
semi-popular serenade, 'Frasquita,' 
had to be repeated, and 'Valse Senti- 
mentale,' by Schubert-Franko, was 
much admired. 

"An unusual piece, 'Aquarium, 
from the set of animal scenes, by 
Saint-Saens, to which the popular 
'Swan' also belongs, had a lovely 
rippling accompaniment representing 
the movements of water. 

" 'Hungarian Dance,' No. 1, by 
Brahms-Joachim, was given a rous- 
ing performance, and Mr. Rose was 
obliged to give three encores before 
the audience would be satisfied. These 
were 'Orientale,' by Cesar Cui; 'Es- 
trellita,' by Ponce-Ludlow, and Samuel 
Gardener's jolly 'From the Cane- 
brakes.' 

"Mrs. Hazel Coate Rose, his talent- 
ed wife, again gave an example of 
what a perfect accompanist should be, 
and her work was, as it always is, 
brilliant and in splendid accord with 
the soloist."

SCHOOL OF ART 
SUMMER SESSION 




Ward-Belmont School of Art will be- 
gin on June 2 and continue through 
July 17. The course will last six 
weeks, and will be personally con- 
ducted by Miss Mary Wynne Shackel- 
ford, Director of the School of Art. 
Under her capable supervision the 
training one receives will result 
toward a definite goal, for it is clear- 
cut, vital, thoroughly up-to-date, and 
it meets all education requirements 
of today. 

Miss Shackelford is a graduate of 
the University of Cincinnati; a gradu- 
ate of the Art Academy of Cincin- 
nati under that famous master of 
color and composition, Frank Duve- 
neck; a graduate and post-graduate 
of the Pratt Institute School of Fine 
and Applied Art. She has had two 
years of foreign training in London 
and Paris, and in addition has studied 
special teaching methods under the 
late Dr. Haney, under whose direction 
she was supervisor of High School 
Art in Greater New York. She has 
had special study in color under Dr. 
Denham Ross of Harvard, and Wal- 
ter Sargent of New York, and work 
in figure drawing and anatomy under 
Bridgeman, and more recently has 
specialized in Historic Costume and 
costume Design in Paris. 

Miss Shackelford has had a wide 
range of teaching experience which 
enables her to more capably cater to 
the needs of each individual student. 
She has been Director of the School 
of Fine and Applied Arts in the State 
College for Women, in Texas, and 
Director of Occupational Therapy for 
the U. S. Government. She has also 
done successful work in the field of 
magazine illustration and has ex- 
hibited many times at the American 
Water Color Society. 

She will personally teach during 
the summer session a course in 
Methods, a course in Commercial Art, 
and also a course in Costume Illustra- 
tion. 

The summer session has already 
aroused a great deal of interest, and 
a great many applications are already 
in. Besides possessing the most mod- 
ern and up-to-date equipment neces- 
sary to carry on the work of the 
School of Art, the Ward-Belmont 
school library possesses reference 
books on Art, Architecture, History, 
Commercial Design and Illustration, 
and scores of others which make the 
Art library rank with 
and universities.

The dream of the Ward-Belmont 
Chimes was realised last Friday af- 
ternoon, April 12, when scores of 
alumnae and former students from 
over twelve states in the union, and 
hundreds of interested Nashvillians 
dotted the school campus on the home- 
coming day, and listened to the chimes 
first peal out "The Bells of Ward- 
Belmont." A hushed expectancy of 
silent waiting on the part of all those 
instrumental in making this dream 
possible was visible before the great 
bells, played by Percival Price, caril- 
lonneur of the Dominion of Canada, 
chimed forth across the campus and 
over the air waves to thousands of 
loyal students who could not return 
this day to their Alma Mater, with 
their message of love and affection. 

The official day began with an alum- 
nae luncheon at the X. L. clubhouse 
to which fifty-two alumnae were pres- 
ent At two o'clock a short business 
meeting was called by Miss Linda 
Rhea, president of the Ward-Belmont 
Alumnae Association. Election of of- 
ficers for the year 1929-30 was held, 
and Miss Mary Elizabeth Cayce, '28, 
Nashville, was elected president: Miss 
Jane Campbell.

After the business meeting the en- 
tire school body with their friends as- 
sembled at the base of the historic 
Old Tower, in which the chimes are 
installed and Miss Linda Rhea, retir- 
ing nresident, formally presented the 
carillon to the school. It was accepted 
by Dr. J. W. Barton, vice-president, 
in the absence of Dr. Blanton. presi- 
dent, who was unable to attend. Miss 
Lei 'a D. Mills. Dean of Women from 
1915-27, and under whose help and in- 
spiration the alumnae chimes were 
made possible, was the honor guest of 
the day. A bronze tablet, symbolic of 
the attainment of Miss Mills' dream 
of the alumnae chimes was placed on 
the tower. Its text is : 

"The Ward-Belmont Chimes. 

Dedicated April 12. 1929. a gift of 
the Alumnae Association.

I regret that President Blanton's 
health precludes his attendance today 
and I know that this which has fallen 
to mv lot to do would be for him also 
a pleasure. May I be permitted to 
read to you his message for this oc- 
casion : 

"'AH have dreams but few ar° 
privileged to see them so fully real- 



ized as are those who, looking into the 
future, first visioned "The Bells of 
Ward-Belmont" in her beautiful his- 
toric tower. Long may these bells 
peal forth in memory of the loyalty, 
love and generosity of old girls and 
in messages of cheer and inspiration 
to the new throughout all the years to 
come. These bells of Ward-Belmont 
will through their music continue to 
extend to Ward-Belmont girls in every 
state in the Union the greetings and 
love of Alma Mater. With love and 
every good wish.'"

"This homecoming is more than a 
passing event. It marks another 
milestone in the history of the mutual 
relations between the school and its 
former students. Each succeeding 
homecoming event witnesses new faces 
in the ranks of alumnae and former 
students. But it should be distinctly 
understood that Ward-Belmont recog- 
nizes as its very own those who are 
former pupils of Ward Seminary and 
Belmont College, as well as the pupils 
of Ward-Belmont. No better record 
of constancy and devotion to the 
united school can be found than that 
which has been displayed bv students 
of these former schools. Indeed we 
are proud of the fact that the ideals 
for the development of womanhood as 
taught and practised by Dr. Ward and 
Miss Hood and Miss Heron are the 
same ideals cherished by the school 
today. Institutions may change, the 
'times' may change, personnel may 
vary, physical equipment may become 
obsolete or revamped, destroyed or re- 
newed, but those intangible elements 
that have been embodied in our ideals 
of education are the same yesterday, 
today and forever. New applications 
mav be made to fit into the changing 
order, but the permanency of those 
things which tend to mold and develop 
character, culture, understanding and 
vision is as assured as time itself. 
This common bond between the for- 
mer schools and the present holds 
them as one and inseparable. So now 
we are able to say that Ward-Belmont 
School has a record unparalleled 
among the schools of its type in the 
South, and comparable to any in the 
nation. 

"During all its years Ward-Bel- 
mont's permanent success has rested 
not so much on its administration, 
wise as it may have been, not so much 
on its faculty, as well trained and 
oualified as any in the nation, but on 
the good work and acceptance of its 
ideals by the hundreds of voung 
women comin" from homes all over 
the nation. The school is known by

Words! How much they have 
to mean to the human race? Through 
the medium of the word, man is en- 
abled to express his thoughts, either 
in written or in spoken form, to the 
people with whom he comes in con- 
tact.

GIVES RECITAL

their best evening of serenely exalted 
pianistic art enjoyment, among the 
many notable evenings of the present 
season* 

Why the art of Josef Lhevinne 
stands head-and-shoulders above the 
rank and file of pianists, why he held 
his audience "in his hand" for two 
hours, is hard to explain. I may say, 
however, by way of comparison, that 
it was the same feeling of being in the 
presence of the serenely classic which 
one experiences when Paderewsky sits 
at the piano. Mr. Lhevinne invites 
one to bow in reverence before the 
great masters of tonal creations. His 
art is restful. He does no hammer- 
ing, though one feels that he could if 
the rabble demand that sort of timely 
stuff. He is not manneristic. On the 
contrary, he is there the modest priest, 
the vicar of Schumann, Brahms, Liszt, 
and Taussig. 

I was glad, somehow, that he did 
not open with intellectual music. 
Poetic music is his greatest oppor- 
tunity. And I never realized before 
that Schumann and Brahms were such 
great poets. It was too bad that the 
recitalist found it necessary to mix 
Debussy up with his group of 1m- 
For the "mortality" of this 



Frenchman became all too evident 
when associated with those others. 
I have been trying religiously to fol- 
low Debussy, to And what he is driv- 
ing at. But he seems to be driving 
at nothing more than little effects. A 
dozen little, albeit agreeable, weak 
tonal attempts in a dozen different 
moods mixed hopelessly, going no- 
where, nobody home-^that is the De- 
bussy of last night and of many 
nights."

At his 
first concert here he was a very bril- 
liant technician, at his second appear- 
ance, his interment in Germany dur- 
ing the war was still too recent, but 
now his art has matured and mel- 
lowed so that he is among the elect. 

His playing seems all most effort- 
less. With all his phenomenal speed, 
he always gives the impression that he 



has in reserve still greater speed. 
Technique with him is truly only a 
means to an end, for it is his warm, 
lovely, velvety tone that predomin- 
ates. 

Accuracy 1* Miraculous 

With apparently little motion of his 
very long fingers and no unnecessary 
movements of his hands he attends an 
accuracy that is little short of miracu- 
lous and a lusciousness of tone qual- 
ity that is beautiful beyond belief. 

His uncanny sense of rhythm is 
another thing to be marveled at. It 
is perfection itself. 

His is a charming personality and 
all his former pupils, of whom there 
were several who had studied with 
him in Berlin, are devoted to him. 
He has no mannerisms. When he sits 
down at the keyboard he becomes 
wrapped up in his music, and when 
he bows in response to the applause, 
he smiles a slow and wistful smile and 
the applause is doubled. 

He began last night with the 
"Scotch" Intermezzo in E flat, by 
Brahms, and the rarely-heard Inter- 
mezzo in A-flat and Capncco in C- 
sharp Minor by the same composer. 
His interpretations are subtle and 
never purposely spectacular. 

Schumann's lovely "Etudes Sym- 
phoniques," which he played here at 
his last concert, were transcendantly 
beautiful. 

Chopin's Shezo in C-sharp Minor 
is popular this season, having been 
played by Lawrence Goodman, Mary 
Douthit, Madam Liszniewska, and 
Hazel Harrison. Lhevinne made 
child's play of its difficulties and the 
descending runs were delicate and 
clear. 

Gives Three Encores 

The Impromptu in G-flat was played 
with poetic charm, Two Mazurkas, one 
in A-minor and the other in G Major, 
and the great "Drum" Polonaise in A- 
flat, the manuscript of which was sold 
the other day in Berlin for $5,000, 
completed the Chopin group. The 
Polonaise had a superb rendition. 

Three encores were added, Chop- 
in's "Minuet" Waltz, in D-flat, Chop- 
in's "Butterfly" Etude, in D-flat, and 
Mendelssohn's "Spinning Song." The 
rapidity, tone and accuracy of these 
was amazing. Not a note was either 
too loud or too indistinct. 

Liszt's "Feux Follets" (fireflies) 
was novel to many, as also were De- 
Bussy's "La Terrace des Audiences 
du Clair de Lune" and his "Fire- 
works," which was the last word In 
modern pyrotechniques. 

Taussig's tremendously difficult 
"Gypsy Airs" was followed by an en- 
core, the lovely Schultz-Evler arabes- 
ques on Johann Strauss' 
Blue Danube," done with

44 Take Second Day Trip 

With the great adventure lying be- 
fore us and fleeting thoughts of how 
chagrined our history teacher would 
feel when our bright and shining coun- 
tenance didn't appear in class, 111 
sleepy, but joyful, Ward-Belmites af- 
ter a filling breakfast of grits, bacon, 
toast, and coffee boarded the train at 
the Union station last Tuesday at 
7:30 a. m. for the annual Mammoth 
Cave trip.

IN THE WAKE OF THE Y 



Mysterious Russia, half Occident, 
half Orient, with its extremes in edu- 
cation, economic religious life — fur- 
nished the background of an illumi- 
nating talk on Count Leo Tolstoi at 
vespers last Sunday evening. Rabbi 
Julius Mark of Vine Street Temple 
was the speaker, and in a masterly 
manner he sketched the broad out- 
lines of the life of this one of the 
world's greatest reformers. Born as 
a member of one of the noblest fami- 
lies ^of Russia, given the best educa- 
tional advantages, he very early 
showed his sympathy for the op- 
pressed peasants of his native land, 
and began a life-long endeavor to aid 
them in every possible way. The 
story of this nobleman living the sim- 
ple, toiling life of a peasant on his 
large estate, often misunderstood by 
peasants and noblemen alike, of his 
reaction against the formalism of the 
Greek Orthodox Church of Russia, of 
his finally becoming an earnest follow- 
er of Jesus of Nazareth at the age of 
fifty, of his subsequent attempt to ap- 
ply the teachings of Jesus to every 
phase of national and international 
life — this story of a very great life 
held the close attention of Dr. Mark's 
listeners from the beginning of his 
talk until the end. 

Vesta KitcheH furnished the organ 
music, while Martin Nicholson, accom- 
panied by Miss Boyer, sang "Oh Di- 
vine Redeemer."

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POLK MEMORIAL 
ASS'N AWARDS PRIZE 
TO W.-B. STUDENT 



The Polk Memorial Association of 
Nashville recently offered a prize of 
ten dollars to the girls in the first year 
high school class of Ward-Belmont 
who could write the best description 
of the room in the War Memorial 
building where there are kept some of 
the furniture and other effects of 
President and Mrs. James K. Polk. 

Mrs. Max Souby, their English 
teacher, took the girls to the room to 
examine the contents. 

After careful consideration, the 
judges awarded the first prize to 
Jeannette Caldwell, daughter of Mr. 
Ralph Caldwell, of Nashville. The 
president of the association, Mrs. 
James E. Caldwell, offered a second 
prize for the theme that was judged 
next to the best. For this prize there 
was a tie. vote; therefore the five dol- 
lars was divided and was given to 
Corinne Webb, daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Dwight Webb, and to Edith Cald- 
well, the daughter of Mr. Charles W. 
Caldwell. The following is the prize- 
winning description of the room by 
Jeannette Caldwell: 

The Polk Memorial Room 

James K. Polk was one of the Gov- 
ernors of Tennessee and later a Presi- 
dent of the United States. His home, 
Polk Place, was in Nashville; conse- 
quently, the ladies of Nashville have 
formed a Polk Memorial Association 
and are interested in preserving what- 
ever can be acquired of his personal 
effects. They have been kindly as- 
sisted in doing this by Mrs. George 
W. Fall, adopted daughter of Presi- 
dent Polk, who has given many inter- 
esting objects; these are very charm- 
ingly gathered together in a room in 
the War Memorial Building. 

The Polk Memorial Room, for it is 
so-called, is open at certain hours 
only, but if one is not so fortunate as 
to come during "visiting hours," one 
may peer eagerly through a lattice 
iron door, above which is an inscrip- 
tion which runs as follows: 

"Memorial Room to President 
James K. Polk, eleventh President of 
the United States. Contents of this 
room are a gift to the State from Mrs. 
George W. Fall." 

The whole room is full of interest- 
ing objects of great historical value, 
but I believe the pictures interested 
me most. 

As one enters the room, one natur- 
ally turns to the left, and there he 
notices a splendid portrait of Cortez 
which was given to the President by 
General Worth of the Mexican Army, 
whose statue is at Fifth Avenue and 
Broadway in New York. Quite in 
contrast to this magnificent portrait 
is a small insignificant piece of em- 
broidery which is framed. It is on 
satin and is the scene of a tomb 
against a background of trees. It 
seems rather cruel of fate that Mrs. 
Polk, while yet a school girl, should 
have embroidered the scene that for a 
great many years of her later life she 
should see constantly day and night. 

Now one moves on a bit and on the 
other side of a gold-leaf mirror notices 
a picture of Mrs. Polk and her neice, 
Sadie Polk Fall. Next come several 
interesting documents; President 
Polk's first message is in a 



and a small copy of his In- 
augural address is hung at its side. 
A most interesting document draws 
one's attention next, mainly because of 
the beautiful handwriting. It is a 
paper about Polk's election, written 
from the United States Senate, Feb- 
ruary 12, 1846, and signed by the 
speaker of the Senate and the United 
States Secretary. A copy of the in- 
augural address Polk made in Nash- 
ville when he was elected governor 

a picture of Mrs. R. J. Lawrence, 
granddaughter of Andrew Jackson, 
and Mrs. Fall. 

One's eyes now skim lightly over 
the wall for another picture or docu- 
ment and the search is finally re- 
warded by a copy of the Declaration 
of Independence on the side of the 
room in which one entered. Under it 
are the signatures of all the signers 
of the Declaration of Independence 
and a picture of George Washington. 

Now that all the pictures, portraits, 
and documents have been noted, one 
goes back and looks carefully at all 
that has been missed when one was 
interested only in pictures. On the 
wall is a fan, presented to Mrs. Polk 
while she was in the White House. 
On it are the pictures of all the presi- 
dents of the United States frflim 
Washington to Polk. Then there i's a 
gold-leaf mirror the height of the 
room, and, on the marble base of the 
mirror, is a bust of Andrew Jackson 
and a lock of his hair. On each side 
of this bust is a lamp, and near one 
of these is a small carved silver vase. 
Mrs. Polk's dressing table is next. It 
is divided into nine parts and looks 
very much like a modern sewing table. 

In the comer of the room, in a large 
glass case, is a dress of Mrs. Polk's' 
worn when she was mistress of the 
White House in 1844. It is a beauti- 
ful dress of pale pink silk, but one 
cannot describe it unless one is an 
artist with words. 

Half of the length of the right side 
of the room is occupied by a glass ease 
containing many beaded purses, fans, 
and headdresses of Mrs. Polk's and 
the set of china used by President and 
Mrs. Polk in the White House. The 
right wall is hung with maroon drap- 
eries from Polk Place. On this side 
of the room, like the other side, is a 
gold-leaf mirror with the same kind 
of marble base. On this is an inlaid 
inkstand, a candelabrum, and a card 
receiver. 

In the corner of the room is a cabi- 
net. In if are some china, wine 
glasses, a ring of Polk's, a pin, a 
brooch, a cast of Tom Thumb's foot, 
one of Mrs. Polk's old slippers, 
daguerreotypes, a lock of Andrew 
Jackson's hair, Polk's watch, and the 
Bible on which he took the oath of 
office. Next is a secretary of Polk's 
in which he kept all his favorite books 
and many important documents. It 
was at this secretary he did most of 
his writing. And old, old trunk of 
Polk's sits by the door on the right, 
under the Declaration of Independ- 
ence. 

In the center of the room is a table 
which was a gift to President Polk 
from the Mexican government. Inlaid 
in Egyptian marble are thirty stars 
around the edge, representing the 
states of the Union, and in the center 
is an eagle holding the United States 
crest and motto.

Poor librarians! We say it in all 
manner of deep felt sympathy for 
Miss Saunders and Miss Wilson. What 
a life we cause them to lead behind 
the long wooden desk, forever answer- 
ing questions, forever handing out 
books, and forever being tormented 
by girls who will insist on talking.

At this time both the great men 
whose life histories Dr. Barton 
sketched briefly, took a hand in the 
guidance of the state and by their 
diplomatic dexterity saw it through 
its annexation. Sam Houston saw it 
through the Civil war also. 

,Dr. Barton's speech was character- 
ized by a dramatic impressiveness 
both in content and in delivery and 
was of a length exactly suited to the 
time and place in which it was made. 
Not only Texans but everyone in the 
United States might have felt the 
same intense interest that the girls 
who listened did.

NEW EQUIPMENT 

The Ward-Belmont School of Art 
is feeling justifiably proud of its new 
equipment. During the last week 
several hundred dollars worth of rare 
textiles and reproductions, in the 
form of plaster casts, of many of the 
world's most famous sculptures have 
been delivered to the studios on the 
third floor of the Academic building. 

Casts, which are one of the prime 
necessities of the art studio, especially 
where live models are difficult to ob- 
tain, make it possible for the stu- 
dent to acquire an accurate, first-hand 
knowledge of the human form. Among 
the casts used for construction of the 



head and figure are 
show the form reduced to its sit 
planes; these are beneficial to 
ning students, as they give something 
definite and simple on which to prac- 
tice before the study of the more 
subtle and smoother studies are at- 
tempted. Head construction is made 
easier for the students by the use of 
two reproductions of skulls, the one 
in rough areas, the other, smooth. 

Italian renaissance heads, modern 
heads, modern Spanish figurines, ani- 
mals, an exceptionally fine group of 
casts showing historic ornament, and 
a reproduction of the classic Roman 
alphabet form the remaining subjects 
of the collection, which numbers about 
a hundred in all. 

The collection is a remarkable ad- 
dition to a school which in reference 
books and studio facilities is already 
unusually well equipped.

tude enough to tumble into the Owl 
Chamber. Sure enough, on a great 
rocky ledge, sat a wise old owl. We 
wondered if he believes the story 
about how an old hunter chased a bear 
into this large hole in the ground, 
which is the tale of the founding of 
Mammoth Cave. In view of the fact 
that Mammoth Cave has over 200 
miles of explored passages one could 
also speculate upon the origin of the 
American Indian within the state of 
Kentucky. 

Sinking upon the Leopard Rug we 
rested a bit before walking under the 
Natural Arch, which was a long, per- 
fectly arched, chamber of stone which 
was made possible by water rushing 
through the cavern many years ago, 
through Humility Valley, which al- 
most bent us double, to the Grecian 
Valley. Here were delicate floral pat- 
terns upon the sides of the passage- 
way made of carbonated lime which 
sparkled in the lamplight. We will 
never forget Fat Man's Misery as we 
almost had to lie flat down and worm 
our way through to Great Relief Hall 
where we lounged as comfortably as 
possible amid the rocks and boulders, 
and greeted Group I as they passed us 
from their ride on the River Styx. 
The Egyptian Temple which was im- 
posing with its tall columns of severe- 
ike beauty, was one of the most pic- 
turesque and beautiful in the under- 
world. Straight to the heavens these 
mposing shafts of white rock stood 
ilhoutted against the blackness of an 
abyss while upon a 50-foot ledge a 
'ire burned casting grotesque shadows 
on the caverns, on rocky projections, 
and on ourselves standing below. 

Out of the Egyptian Temple, over 
the Natural Bridge, into a long flat- 
bottomed boat, and we were on the 
Echo River, or the River Styx. The 
river is in places 20 feet deep. It is 
as black as night, and only the lights 
from our lamps showed us when to 
duck our heads as we rode under low 
stone ledges. The guide sang a har- 
monic scale, the echo coming back to 
us as one distinct cord. It was as if 
an organist were improvising on his 
instrument. 

But the worst was yet to come. 
Corkscrew Bend! "I have a feeling," 



said Nell Berwick, Janet Lawton 
didn't say much; "Kitty" Jameson 
dropped her lamp; "Chady" Strong 
was so tired she didn't care about any- 
thing and anyway she and Betty O'- 
Donnell were being the French For- 
eign Legion, and Foss had by this time 
given up hope, lapsed into silence, and 
played with her shadow on the wall. 
Up ladders, through rocky caverns, 
twisting, pulling, and tugging through 
the great corkscrew we finally re- 
traced our steps out past the memo- 
rials and tributes back into the upper 
world again. 

Now, the scrubbing of dirty faces, 
necks, and ears — chicken dinner at 
the hotel, the 12-mile ride to the sta- 
tion in the early evening, boarding the 
train, stretching out on the train 
seats, tired, and perfectly happy about 
our glorious day. We dozed off to sleep 
to be awakened by Arnold lugging 
sandwiches, apples and bananas. And 
as we munched the food, and remem- 
bered our history notes which were 
due the next day the Ward-Belmont 
Mammoth Cave trip for 1929 was 
ended, and all regretted that we 
hadn't signed for the second day trip 
to Hodgensville, Lincoln's birthplace, 
and for Louisville on Wednesday 
night. The Mammoth Cave trip will 
always remain one of the happiest 
of school life.

OF THE "Y" 

We were very fortunate to have ai 
our vesper speaker last Sunday eve- 
ning Dr. Ethel Polk Peters of China. 
For fifteen years Dr. Peters was in 
charge of a hospital and medical 
school for the training of Chinese 
women, and today numbers of her 
graduates are practicing medicine 
throughout the towns and cities of the 
republic. 

One could almost see Soochow, the 
city in which Dr. Peters worked, as 
she described its great walk built 
during the time of David, its crowded 

population of one million people, its 
narrow, crooked, oriental streets, and 
its winding canals. The patriarchal 
home life of Chinese family was also 
described — as many as a hundred 
members sometimes living beneath 
the same roof. 

It was when Dr. Peters told stories 
of actual cases that she had treated 
in the hospital and also out on her 
trips, itinerating through the coun- 
try in a houseboat, that she aroused 
our greatest interest. It is difficult 
to believe that 96 per cent of the 
people of China are still illiterate, and 
that 79 per cent of the babies die be- 
fore they reach two years of age. 

At the beginning of the vesper ser- 
vice Stella Chrisman sang "Eye Hath 
Not Seen," by Gaul, taken from the 
cantata, "The Holy City." She was 
accompanied by Mrs. Humphrey.

"Besides a number of Mr. Rose's 
violin pupils, many professional mu- 
sicians took part in the strings, and 
also supplied the woodwind and brass 
sections. Miss Dorothy Phillips, a 
.splendid 'cejlist from Chattanooga, 
and who plays in the Nashville Sym- 
phony Orchestra, came up to take 
part last night. 

Mr. Rose is an excellent director 
and he got good results from his body 
of trained players. 

Miss Betsy Lusk, the young daugh- 
ter of Mr. and Mrs. Robert Lusk, was 
the soloist, and she gave a beautiful 
rendition of two movements of Vieux- 
temp's fourth concerto for violin. 
With the exception of five months 
under Kemp Stillings in New York, 
her entire training has been with Mr. 
Rose. Miss Lusk used the famous 
Colossus Stradivarius, which was 
owned at one time by Jaxques Thi- 
baud, the eminent French violinist. 
Thibaud played in Nashville in 1902. 

Miss Lusk has excellent technical 
equipment and a lovely tone. She 
plays with great smoothness and per- 
formance with orchestral support was 
noteworthy because of her unusual 
poise. She was recalled many times 
and received numerous baskets of 
flowers. Her well-played encore, with 
Mrs. Hazel Coate Rose as accompan- 
ist, was a well-known spiritual." 
The Nashville Banner: 
"One of the symphonic treats of the 
year was provided Thursday night in 
the War Memorial Auditorium by the 
Ward-Belmont conservatory when its 
orchestra played an exacting program, 
under the direction of Kenneth Rose, 
before a large audience, made up of 
the student body of Ward-Belmont 
College and music lovers of the city 
at large. 

One reason for the delight afforded 
by this orchestra was to be found in 
the compositions performed.

SUSAN G. ER WIN WINS 
POETRY HONORS 

Two great honors have come in the 
last week to Susan Graham Erwin, 
president of the Wordsmiths and out- 
standing poet of the school. She was 
awarded a ten dollar prize for second 
place in the poetry contest sponsored 
by the Tennessee Federation of 
Women's Clubs, and open to all stu- 
dents of the state, for her poem, 
"Prosaic." In this contest another of 
her poems, "What My Father Said," 
won honorable mention. 

The second honor accorded to her is 
the invitation extended by the Ten- 
nessee Poetry Society to read some 
of her poems at a meeting on Satur- 
day, May 11, at Vanderbilt. 

The poems to be read have not been 
selected, except the prize-winning one, 
"Prosaic." 

Both these honors are signal trib- 
utes to the genius shown by Susan 
and are, doubtless, only forerunners 
of many successes to come. 

Dream,' for example, with which the 
concert opened, has rarely been heard 
locally. The same is true of the 
Mozart Symphony in G Minor of 
which the orchestra played the 'alle- 
gro molto' movement. Also Granger's 
'Country Gardens' and the 'Valse 
Triste' by Sibelius have been heard 
here but rarely Elgar's 'Pomp and 
Circumstance' march is oftener heard 
but never too often. 

"A second justification for calling 
the evening a 'treat' was in the way 
Mr. Rose's forces — students of the 
conservatory with their ranks gener- 
ously augmented from local profes- 
sional circles— performed their task. 
On the whole their performance was 
excellent. It was marked by authen- 
tic tempi and by a degree of dynamic 
and rhythmic shading which endowed 
the renditions with life and meaning. 
The Mozart and the Grainger num- 
bers went with a snap and a precision 
that was worthy of mature profes- 
sional ensembles. The Mendelssohn 
overture was the only number on the 
program that betrayed uncertainty 
on the part of the players, a little 
stage fright perhaps. 

"The soloist of the evening was 
Betsy Lusk, one of Mr. Rose's ad- 
vanced pupils. She played the 'ada- 
gio religioso' and the 'martiale' 
movements from Vieuxtemps Con- 
certo No. 4 for violin and the or- 
chestra in a masterful manner. By 
'masterful' I mean that instead of 
showing that timid grasping-for- 
notes observed in so many young con- 
cert debutantes, she went in with a 
positive accent for effects, musical ef- 
fects and produced them. 

"In the slow movement the soloist 
disclosed at once an unusually fine 
tone, rich and comparatively weighty 
for such a lithe player. This tone 
quality was doubtlessly enhanced by 
the extraordinary instrument used by

IN REPLY TO 

CRITICISM 



Now, at the close of the school 
year, we receive, through the medium 
of the poor over-stuffed and bulging 
Hyphen box in Middlemarch the fol- 
lowing charge: "Why don't you make 
the Hyphen interesting to those in 
school besides Seniors and members 
of the Hyphen staff?" 

Please understand that in trying to 
justify ourselves in the face of such 
a dire charge we do not intend to 
argue the matter at all; we only 
want to tell the contributor that we 
agree with her, and that we appre- 
ciate very much the constructive cri- 
ticism and helpfulness and interest 
taken, now that school is almost over, 
in our weekly, yes, very weakly we 
fear, publication of the school. 

We suppose it is a matter of loca- 
tion in the first place. Circumstances 
and better housing conditions forced 
us into the basement of Pembroke (a 
Senior-Mid and Second Year College 
Hall), but as the Seniors and mem- 
bers of the Hyphen staff know, our 
front door faces Senior hall and we 
have a clear and uninterrupted vista 
of the first floor of above-mentioned 
dormitory — a mere matter of some 
23 feet by actual count, up and down 
the steps. Now, there is a door lead- 
ing from Pembroke into the bank, and 
from the bank into the Hyphen 
office, a distance of 18 feet, which 
should prove that all the other stu- 
dents housed in Pembroke ought to 
be five feet ahead of any Senior in 
the matter of news, or having her 
name in the paper. 

Then too, the sum total of all the 
other students far outnumbers the 
150 struggling graduates: But listen 
people, give those poor sufferers a 
break. This is their last year here, 
and the only other time their names 
will appear in print again in this 
poor effort of ours is when they be- 
come the visiting alumnae, and come 
back for homecoming. 

Still, that doesn't excuse us, does 
it? Just discredit the names of the 
members of the Hyphen staff which 
appear weekly, not only under the im- 
poiing title of "Members of the 
Staff," but in stories as well. They're 
a conceited bunch, and if they had a 
chance they'd write nothing but their 
doings and happenings of the week. 
This is a very grave error. They 
should serve the public with no eye 
gain. 



When the first Hyphen was pub- 
lished last September, and for the 
next four or five times the publica- 
tion was issued, a frantic appeal went 
up to send in contributions, names, 
stories— anything that you thought 
worthy of publication. We tried in 
every way we knew to pry some news, 
and the doings and happenings of all 
the students, out of all of you. What 
was the reaction? Every time we 
asked someone other than a Senior, 
or one of us, to hand in a contribu- 
tion we got the same old hackneyed 
remark: "I can't do it. Besides I'm 
too busy." We have never asked a 
Senior for a single contribution which 
we haven't received, and many have 
come unsolicited to us, and many 
ideas for our issues have been dropped 
in this office by interested members 
of the class of '29.

CRUTCHES 



Some people would be greatly sur- 
prised if someone told them they had 
been walking with crutches all their 
lives. "Why," they would gasp, won- 
dering if their questioner was not 
headed for the insane asylum. "I'm 
no invalid. I've never used a crutch 
in my life," which would not be true. 
There are other kinds of crutches be- 
sides wooden ones, and just as we 
feel pity in our hearts for those crip- 
ples, friends or otherwise, there is, 
or should be, scorn and pity in our 
hearts for those who find crutches 
necessary to achieve in the world. 

There are girls who use crutches 
in school work, and outwardly seem 
to profit by it. By using another 
person's work, or translations, or by 



plain bluffing they escape the daily 
grind of studying. But the testing 
time is inevitable and the crutch is 
likely to slip or break, and failure is 
the result, — not only failure in a ma- 
terial way but also failure to win and 
hold the respect of others.

Crutches are a lot of trouble. One 
may be proficient in their use and 
think themselves able to manage them 
perfectly, yet in some moment of haste 
the support fails and there are seri- 
ous consequences. This is true in 
nearly every case and the girl who 
relies on such aid will eventually find 
herself in a precarious position. 

Exams are just at hand. If we 
have been using crutches, let us put 
them aside at once and make a new 
start.

THE SCRAP BOOK 



Many girls have been charmed with 
the most refreshing book, The Cradle 
of the Deep, by Joan Lowell. Even 
the aspersions cast at the authenticity 
of the book, and the conditions under 
which it is claimed it was written 
cannot detract from the pleasure in 
reading it, a pleasure I haven't ex- 
perienced since the days when King 
Arthur and his knights were pals of 
mine and Robin Hood was an ac- 
tuality. 

The title is clever, to begin with; 
and it furnishes the keynote of the 
book. It is the autobiography of a 
girl who has spent her life from baby- 
hood on her father's sailing vessel. It 
is inevitable that her viewpoint would 
be most unusual, being a woman and 
one who has had the life of the most 
toughened sailor — duty at the helm, 
scrubbing decks, mending sail, and 
even in calculating charts. 

To say that the book is original 
would not be quite true. Many sea 
stories have been written, Moby Dick 
and Ten Years Before the Mast. And 
these are authentic. Yet seamen say 
that nothing has delighted them so 
much in the way of a sea story as 
this, since they read Moby Dick. 

The only thing I can say is that 
if you have been looking at books in 
bookstores with the mental reserva- 
tion that you are sure to be a little 
disappointed, no matter what you 
choose, don't hesitate to invest in The 
Cradle of the Deep without delay, if 
you want to know what can happen 
to a convict alone for the rest of his 
life on a barren, South Sea island, or 
how to catch a whale or keep him 
from catching you, or the marriage 
rites of a primitive civilization, or 
how cartoons come true, or what col- 
lege furnished an alumnus who in- 
troduced the ukelele to Hawaii. Lest 
there may still be some doubt in your 
mind — perhaps because you think I'm 
selling the book myself, rest assured 
that the only reason for this review 
is that finding this book was 
news, and too good to keep.

for school programs. 

He received his A.B. degree from 
Stanford University, his A.M. from 
Columbia University in New York, 
and his Ph.D. and LL.D. from the 
University of California. He was a 
professor of philosophy of education 
at Columbia until 1915, when he be- 
came president of Washington Uni- 
versity. He was made a trustee of 
the Carnegie Foundation in 1915, and 
has held that position ever since. He 
has been an elector in the Hall of 
Fame since 1920 and is affiliated with 
the International Institute of the 
University of Heidelberg, and the 
Royal Society of Literature, London.

Once in a great while one comes 
across some poetry that is so utterly 
delightful and refreshing that it 
brings to one's mind the thought of 
someone to share it with — perhaps a 
particularly congenial brother, a good 
friend, or that rare thing — a certain 
person who likes you and the things 
that you like, too. 

In the past week I have been 
tejnpted to waylay almost everyone 
and tell about the Anthology of World 
Poetry, and especially the poems from 
the Chinese. Mr. Mark Van Doren 
has compiled the good English trans- 
lations of poems from foreign lan- 
guages and the best in the English 
in this remarkable book. It is like 
studying a map in which are drawn 
most unusual illustrations of the 
minds of the countries and their 
hearts and their souls, for these 
things one finds in poetry. This week 
I wish that, in order to save the en- 
tire school from being waylaid and 
read Chinese poetry I am going to 
use this opportunity of putting a few 
of my favorites in the Hyphen, in 
the hope that perhaps some of that 
number whom I otherwise would have 
corralled, will be tempted to read this 
column. 

It seems that this poem is especially 
appropriate at this time. It was 
written in the fourth century by 
Chang Fang-Sheng. 

Sailing Homeward 
Cliffs that rise a thousand feet 
Without a break. 



Lake that stretches a hundred miles 
Without a wave. 

Sands that are white through all the 

year 
Without a stain. 

Pine-tree woods, winter and summer, 
Ever green. 

Streams that flow forever, flow and 



Without a pause. 

Trees that for twenty thousand years 

Your vows have kept. 

You have suddenly healed the pain 

of the traveler's heart, 
And moved his brush to write a new 

song. —Arthur Walt*. 

And this short poem is an example 
of those little bits of perfect artistry 
one finds so often both in the Chinese 
poetry and art.

Even an impending storm and 
threatening clouds could not marr the 
brightness of Ward-Belmont's May 
Day, wh ch was held last Saturday 
on the west campus.

They promenaded up the 
walk and grouped themselves around 
the throne where their various colored 
dresses — green, blue, lavender, yellow, 
and pink — made a charming and rain- 
bow-hued background. The real thrill 
came when the carriage of the Queen 
appeared drawn by two spirited 
horses, and the crowd applauded vig- 
orously as it passed. Then the two 
maids, Margaret Timmons and Ann 
Newman, in their white organdy 
dresses — Margaret like a stately lily 
and Anne like a white rose— walked 
slowly up the walk. They were fol- 
lowed by little Jane Barton, the 
crown bearer, in a fluffy pink frock.

AGAIN WINS 
PRAISE OF CRITICS 

The Nashville "Tennessean" 

Before members of the faculty of 
Ward-Belmont and a number of in- 
vited guests, Louis Mertens, pupil of 
Kenneth Rose, head of the violin de- 
partment, gave a concert in one of 
the studios of the school. 

The concert was in the nature of 
a farewell, as Mr. Mertens leaves on 
June 1 to study with Sametini at the 
Chicago College of Music. Sametini 
is also the teacher of Max Cahn, boy 
violinist of this city. Louis Mertens 
is the son of Mr. and Mrs. C. Mer- 
tens of this city, and brother of Miss 
Sylvia Mertens, the talented acrobatic 
dancer who has made several success- 
ful local appearances lately. 

Mr. Rose is to be congratulated on 
his brilliant pupil who plays so well 
after six or seven seasons with him. 

Miss Eliiabeth Haynes of Gallatin, 
a senior at Vanderbilt, has been study- 
ing piano for four years under Law- 
rence Goodman, head of the piano de- 
partment, and she played four pieces. 

Young Mertens has a technique ade- 
quate for any demands, and his tone 
is big and vibrant. His sense of pro- 
portion, his rhythm and his feeling 
for interpretation are very good, in- 
deed. 

His program contained some very 
ambitious numbers but he was at all 
times equal to the occasion. Corelli's 
"La Follia" and Paganini's exceeding- 
ly difficult concerto in D, in the Wil- 
helmj arrangement, were accomplished 
with a fine regard for intonation and 
tone in spite of their grueling difficul- 
ties. 

"Arioso," by Bach-Franko, the dain- 
ty "Bird as Prophet," by Shumann- 
Auer, "Valse Bluette," by Drigo- 
Auer, and "Guitarre," by Mjszkow- 
sky-Sarasate, were well played, and 
Mr. Mertens was much applauded. 

Miss Haynes plays beautifully, and 
is a fine exponent of a very fine 
teacher. In Chopin's Prelude in B flat 
she proved herself the possessor of a 
lovely touch; in Debussy's "Minstrels" 
she showed individuality, and it re- 
ceived much applause. 

Chopin's F sharp major Nocturne 
was done with the proper poetic feel- 
ing, and in Oleson's difficult "Butter- 
flies" she showed splendid technique. 

Mrs. Hazel Coate Rose played ex- 
cellent accompaniments for the violin- 
ist."

This conviction the 
horisters got at once from 
Humphrey, organiser and director of 
the club. And the conviction got 



to the audience with the chorus' very 
first group, which included "Solvejg's 
Song* (Grieg), "The Virgin's Slum- 
berSong" (Reger) and "Allah's Holli- 
day," by Friml. The audience real- 
ized that they were in the presence 
»f a group which had done hard and 
conscientious work under a gifted 
leader, that the girls produced, as a 
whole, a fine quality of choral tone 
and that they had learned what loud, 
t, slow, joyous, somber, and 
mecnamcal (in the "Two Clocks" num- 
ber) meant, and how to register those 
qualities musically. 

"In the two subsequent groups of 
choral numbers, which brought Shu- 
bert, Dvorak, Rogers, Strauss, Strick- 
land and Brahms — offerings which 
held to a high artistic level — I picked 
three which stood out as superior. 
They were Schubert's "Impatience," in 
which the vim and full volume of the 
chorus was at its best; Dvorak's 
"Als dia Crossmutter" (translated on 
this occasion "As My Dear Old 
Mother") in which the solo was sung 
beautifully by Josephine Brun, to the 
humming accompaniment of the full 
chorus, and the Brahms number, which 
consisted of one of the composer's 
Hungarian dances choralized. I might 
put in the class of favorites also the 
Strickland "At Eve I Heard a Flute," 
with the solos taken pleasantly by 
Lois Stout and Ruth Welty, the for- 
mer being the liquid-toned "flute." 

"Margaret Lipscomb Smith was the 
club's efficient accompanist and she 
added interest and variety to the en- 
tertainment by playing two solos, De- 
bussy's "Reflections In The Water," 
and a concert etude by MacDowell. 
Miss Smith is a musicianly pianist 
and she knows how to make a bow in 
acknowledging applause. I mention 
the latter point because of its rarity. 
For not one, excepting this young 
woman, of all the dozens of student 
players I have heard in Nashville this 
season has learned that the head is the 
thing to bow with, not the chest with 
the head erect. 

"Weldon Hart, violinist, provided 
the only other instrumental element 
in the program.

The library is open daily from 
Monday to Saturday at the following 
hours: 8:30 to 5:00, and from 7:45 
to 9:46 at night. On Saturday the 
hours are from 8:30 to 1:00. 

Books of certain classes, such as 
biography, travel, and fiction may be 
drawn from the library for a period 
of one week. Books not returned on 
the date due are subject to a fine of 
five cents a day. 

Books placed on reserve for the 
daily use of classes are issued for a 
period of two hours. They must be 
used in the library and returned to 
the desk at the end of that time. 
Failure to return the book promptly 
incurs a fine of ten cents the first hour 
and five cents an hour thereafter. 

Reserve books may be taken from 
the library on Saturday morning for 
over the week-end, between 10:00 and 
1:00 o'clock. Such books must be re- 
turned at 8:30 Monday morning. A 
fine of twenty-five cents is charged 
for books kept after 8:30. 

If you lose a book, notify the li- 
brarian at once. Thin will help both 
you and the library.

How to Find Information in a 



Title-page 

This contains the complete title, the 
author's name, the name of the pub- 
lisher, and the place of publication. 
Sometimes the date of publication ap- 
pears on the title-page. 

Table of contents. 

The table of content* is that part 
of a book which lists in the order in 
which they come, the chapter, head- 
ings of the book, and tells the page 
on which each chapter begins. This 
tells you in a general way what infor- 
mation you will And in each chapter. 

List of maps or illustrations. 

The page location for each map and 
illustration in the book is given in 
these lists. 

Biographies. 

Sometimes at the end of the chap- 
ters and often at the end of the book 
there will be a list of books on the 
subject of the chapter or book. These 
lists are sometimes called "Lists of 
references," "Authorities," Readings," 
etc., but they are all bibliographies. 

Index. 

The index is usually at the back of 
the book, but don't be surprised to 
find it at the front. The index gives 
in alphabetical order all the specific

boxes is a shute for out-going letters. 
DO NOT put house mail notes in this 

The Package Room— is situated dK 
rectly opposite the post-office. Here 
can be bought stamps and magazines. 
Packages sent out from town can 
only be received through the package 
room. Dresses to be cleaned, shoes to 
be mended, etc., are sent out through 
this office. 

The gymnasium can be reached by 
a turn to the right after entering the 
"Ac," then a turn to the left, and the 
gym is directly in front of you. The 
gym offices are accessible through a 
door to the right before entering the 
large gym. 

The dancing studio — is reached by 
going up the stairs at the right just 
before you enter the gym. At the top 
of the stairs turn to the left and walk 
along the balcony at the end of which 
is a door leading into the studio. 

The swimming pool — can be reached 
by going down the stairs at the far- 
thest end of the gym on the left hand 
side. Another way to reach the swim- 
ming pool is to go down the stairs 
justoutside the gym office door, turn 
to the right at the bottom, turn to 
the left past the bowling alleys and 
straight ahead to the swimming lock- 
ers, dressing rooms, and showers. 

"Rec" Hall— is another name for 
Recreation Hall which is located in 
South Front. Miss Irvin's office and 
the drawing rooms open off from it. 

The Y.W.C.A. room — is just off 
"Rec" Hall. Besides being used for 
recreational purposes this is also used 
as the Sunday school room 

The tea room — is located in the 
basement of Heron (a prep hall). 
It can be entered from the outside by 
going down the steps to the right of 
the Heron porch. 

Club House Village — can be reached 
by going straight past Senior, or 
around "Ac" to the right. The ten 
clubhouses are located there. 

The Infirmary— is on the third floor 
of Founders. Instead of following the 
stairs at the stop of Founders to the 
right, take the left. 

The practice rooms — are located on 
the first floor of Fidelity and in a 
long building to the rear of Heron. 

How to send a telegram : Get a tele- 
gram blank in one of the drawers in 
the phone booth just off "Rec" Hall. 
After the wire is written take it to 
the office of the home department for 
signature. NO TELEGRAM will be 
sent unless it has an authorized signa- 
ture upon it. Then take it to the win- 
dow in the P 0. and it will be sent. 

In order to make a telephone call 
use the same procedure as for sending 
a telegram. 

The bank and book room are located 
in the basement of Pembroke. The.

EDITORIAL 



"Friends, Romans, countrymen, 
lend me your ears." The appearance 
of Ward-Belmont girls is at stake.

HYMN FOR W. B. 

A hymn which will be the tradi- 
tional hymn of Ward-Belmont was 
voted on Wednesday, October 9, by 
the students. 

Mr. Humphrey suggested that we 
glean from our knowledge a hymn 
which we would recommend in all 
seriousness as permanent for Ward- 
Belmont, and one which will bring 
out a point of sentiment; not senti- 
mentality. 

In giving the girls a little history 
of hymns Mr. Humphrey told us how 
music as language dates back to the 
Greeks; the Te Deum, by St. Ambrose 
of the fourth century, which is to- 
day in the original Latin form is the 
most famous.

A DIARY 

On the Ward-Belmont European 
Party 

August 16, 1929. 
Reached Oxford via bus about 4

SKETCH OF RICHARD BONELLI 
By John Webster Curley 



How often do we hear expressions 
like "He could succeed at anything," 
or "Everything he touches turns to 
gold" used in connection with friends 
of oars who are slowly but surely 
climbing to the top of the ladder of 
success? And generally, if we exam- 
ine the subject thus brought to our 
notice we discover that the basis for 
their ascendancy rests upon the per- 
sonalities of the men themselves. 

During ten years as a New York 
reporter I met many a man rising in 
the professions, who, I felt sure, 
would go equally far were his 
"metier" the selling of anything from 
buttons to locomotives. They pos- 
sessed the gift of selling themselves 
— and the perseverance. 

But this item has to do more parti- 
cularly with an opera singer. It has 
to do with an American boy who be- 
gan earning his living at the age of 
nine selling newspapers on the streets 
of his home town, Syracuse, N. Y. I 
find his story an interesting one. 

He is Richard Bonelli, the phenom- 
enal baritone of the Chicago Civic 
Opera Co. Born in Port Byron, N. 
Y., his family moved to the neighbor- 
ing city of Syracuse when he was 
three years old. He went to the pub- 
lic schools there and it was while he 
was a small boy that he was obliged, 
because of his family's moderate cir- 
cumstances, to help pay his way. Even 
as a youngster, however, his passion 
was for an education, and from this 
he refused to be swerved. He worked 
his way through high school, doing 
odd jobs after hours. Newsboy, news- 
paper bundle boy, circulation clerk 
(of the Syr acme Journal), solicitor 
of magazine subscriptions, farmer's 
helper in harvest time, bank messen- 
ger, bookkeeper, telephone accountant, 
pushing a lawn mower in a ceme- 
tery, auto mechanic's helper, accident 
insurance investigator and sine miner 
were some of the professional 




jobs which kept the future 
busy during the years wt 
going to school. He got 
at Syracuse University. 

Bonelli is of a scientific turn of 
mind. He wanted to be an automo- 
tive engineer ; and he entered Syra- 
cuse University as an aspiring me- 
chanical engineer. It was then that 
musical friends intervened and urged 
him to develop his voice, because it 
seemed to them an unusual one. 
Bonelli's family was musical. Nearly 
every member in it could play one in- 
strument or another. He grew up 
with a love for the art but without 
thought of entering the field himself. 

When Prof. Butler, now Dean of 
the Syracuse College of Fine Arts, 
heard Bonelli sing he not only encour- 
aged him but even advised that the 
young student think seriously of mu- 
sic as a career. One can imagine the 
problem that confronted the youth al- 
ready trained in business ways of 
thinking and aware of the uncertain- 
ties of the artist's life, in choosing 
between two careers, one of which 
was doubtful to say the least, while 
the other seemed to ofTer greater se- 
curity. Remember, too, that he loved 
them both. Bonelli gambled on the 
venturesome and uncertain one and 
soon found himself embarked upon the 
perilous seas of artistic endeavor. 
The story of his career since then is 
one of steady rise. During the past 
season he was hailed by nc 
critics as "the find of the year." 
has just completed his original 
tract with the Chicago Opera Co., and 
has been re-engaged for three more 
years up to and including the season 
of 1980. Previously, however, Chau- 
tauqua, Lyceum and many small 
opera companies had known him. On 
and on . . . further study in Europe 
. . bigger opera companies . . . 
Monte Carlo. Milan, Munich, Ham-

'My dear Mrs.

you. On my part I want to thank 
you so much. You were an angel to 
think of her in all your rush before 
the opening of school. 
"Did you have a calm voyage home 
fall in love? Oh, I must 
everything!

Af- 
yone came aboard they gave 
Br with a lovely school 
teacher from New York. We walked 
around deck for awhile and 
crawled in early.

"Had not the slightest bit of trou- 
ble in changing stations in Paris or 
in going through customs in any of 
the three domains. Arrived at 
Madame'B a bit after nine, as the 
train was late. It was so heavenly 
to see her again. She had not ex- 
pected me, but I found my room all 
ready for its tired occupant. Madame 
.remembered to ask all about you and 
sent her love. She is perfectly charm- 
ing always. So sweetly dressed in 
grays and lavender. The situation is 
ideal — just around the corner from 
the University and a short walk from 
town and almost at the foot of Le 
Grand Saleve which the Egyptian and 
I are going to climb Sunday. We 
can also see almost the whole Jura 
range from the balcony. 

"The sunsets are indescribably won- 
derful. We sit out every night just 
before dinner. It is still very warm 
here, but the bathing season is prac- 
tically over. Margy and I are play- 
ing on the Geneva hockey team. Then, 
too, there is quite a bit of tennis. 

"Have met hundreds of people who 
have given me the best time I have 
ever had in my life. There are tea 
dates, dinner dates, dances — every- 
thing one could wish for. I've been 
in school ever since the first of Sep- 
tember, Cours de Vacances. Get up 
every morning at seven to be there at 
eight and then I remain at school un- 
til almost twelve. Also an hour of 
conversation every afternoon. That, 
I must admit, is cut almost every day. 
The University does not commence 
until October 12. I'm going to take 
several courses there, attend 
classes at L'Ecole deft Etrangeres and 
also learn to cook and sew at some 
day school for girls,

Point System Explained 



Among the clubs of Ward-Belmont 
the Athletic association holds a very 
prominent place. The only differ- 
ence between this association and the 
other clubs is that practically all the 
girls are members; though not all 
are actively interested. At present 
there are 48 active members. Amanda 
Caldwell is president and Jesse Bur- 
gin, general manager. The other of- 
ficers have not yet been elected for 
this year. 

In order to be a voting member and 
bold an office one must earn 100 
points. To earn the hundred points 
is not as difficult as it may seem be- 
cause any girl who makes a team gets 
40 points in that sport; if she is a 
"sub" she gets 10 points; and if she 
makes Varsity 100 points are given 
to her. 

The club points are counted differ- 
ently from individual points. Every 
girl who goes out with her club squad 
and regularly attends #Mi plays in- 
telligently earns two sflBsta for tin 
club. Each girl who makes the team 
gives the club five points, and each 
girl playing in a game gives her club 
five points and if the chafe wins the 
game they get one addipenal point 
If a girl makes Varsity she adds five 
points to her club. Every one making 
second Varsity counts three points for 
her club. These points all go toward 
the club championship for the year 
and are called Season points in a 
sport. The team that wins the most 
games is Champion and earns the cup 
of that sport. If the cup is won in 
three consecutive years it belongs to 
the club. At present the clubs pos- 
sessing cups are the following:

rium, opened the Ward-Belmont 
school's season of artistic musical 
events in the presence of a very large 
audience composed of the institution's 
student body and the invited musical 
element of Nashville. 

"When an opera singer, however 
popular on the lyric-dramatic stage, 
takes to concertising, there is always 
some advance speculation as to 
whether his artistic stock will then go 
up or down. Mr. Bonelji's advanced 
several points Wednesday night. The 
reason? Perhaps it was because his 
hearers had a chance to hear him 
from a variety of angles that are not 
provided by any role in any opera, 
and also because he proved himself 
the master of every vocal situation. 
And despite the presence on his pro- 
gram of but one standard operatic 
excerpt — an aria from the "Masked 
Ball" by Verdi— he imbued all his 
songs with tastefully used dramatic 
quality which is so often lacking in 
those artists who are without theatri- 
cal experience. As outstanding ex- 
amples of this quality, I may cite in 
his fourth group the German lieder 
"Es schaukelt ein Kahn im Fjorde" 
by Grieg, and "Das Huhn und der 
Karpfen*' by Mathiessen. Other 
clear examples were the 
Drinking Song," Homer 



Grunn's corking arrangement of an 
Indian melody, and two Irish folk 
songs m arrangements by Hugh—. I 
am not able to speak with authority 
aa to the quality of Mr. BomUTs 
Navajo dialect, but if ha was as lin- 
gually fit in that vernacular as in his 
Italian, German, Spanish (La Paloma, 
an encore), English and Irish — then 
little more could be d—ired by a red- 
skin audience. 

"He sang few Italian songs other 
than the "Verdi" I have mentioned. 
His Largo from "Xerxes" by the Ger- 
man, Haendel, was, to be Bure t sung 
in Italian. For it was the style, as 
you know, 100 years before Schubert 
and before the German language had 
been discovered as a medium of lyric 
expression, to shove Italian words un- 
der the music of all lands. But this 
Largo is "Haendelian-Gennan song at 
its best And Mr. Bonelli is one of 
its authentic prophets. 

"The recitalist, an American, was 
pleasingly friendly to American com- 
posers. And this was no condescen- 
sion tovthe musical flag-wavers. For 
his songs by Carpenter, Campbell- 
Tipton and Walter Golde were just as 
musically interesting as the rest. The 
last named composer was represented 
by his "Love Was With Me Yester- 
day," and by an encore called "Offe 
ing"; both

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"Mr. Bonelli's vocal equipment is 
not of the tiptoeing, ranting sort we 
sometimes have to listen to, when 
opera stars recitalize. He has quan- 
tity, quite enough of it. But he never 
turns it loose and lets it get away 
with him. This restraint and a per- 
fect control of his richness of quality 
from one of his range to the other, 
were two of the qualities of his lyrism 
which combined with his unique in- 
to make this recital 
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"evening" of musical delight.

, "Today our social and intellectual 
life should not be ordered according 
to the past, but in our spiritual life 
is it just because our religion has been 
handed down through the ages or do 
we think it is only a relic handed 
down that we continue the religious 
service?" continued Mrs. Jones. 

"Is vital religion only a creed and 
act of charity? No, it is much more 
simple. The way of life may be 
summarized in a few statements: the 
great need of humanity for co-opera- 
tion between all classes and nations;

2. The competitive games in the 
United States now cause one who is 
once in for sports to give his whole 
time, thought, and learning to it. 

3. Very often a boy from a modest 
home finds himself in an entirely diff- 
erent life. He jumps in one bound"" 
to a different plane, and when he is 
put back the effect is sometimes dis- 
astrous. 

4. He works under a professional 
coach who is no doubt a more culti- 
vated man than the coach of twenty 
years ago. But any father who lis- 
tened to the professional coaching of 
a college team will have some mis- 
giving as to the cultural value of the 
process. 

5. Inter-college athletics are highly 
competitive. Every college longs for 
a winning team, thus a system of re- 
cruiting and subsidizing has grown 
up, under which boys are offered pec- 
uniary inducements to enter a particu- 
lar college. The system is demoraliz- 
ing and corrupt. 

6. The part of the college gradu- 
ate has in the school is only to see 
that his school has a winning team. 
It is immoral to the last degree for 
an American college graduate to pay 
money to high school boys, either 
directly or indirectly, in order to en- 



list their services for a college team. 

7. The relation of organized sports 
to the health of college students is 
dependent on the good sense exhibited 
by the college boy in participating in 
such sports, and to the quality of the 
advice he receives from the college 
medical officer. 

8. For many games the strict organ- 
ization and the tendency to commer- 
cialize the sport has taken the joy 
out of the game. 

9. The blaze of publicity in which 
the college athlete lives is a I 
ing influence for the boy 
no less so for his college.

D dares War Can be Abolished 

I believe you can change human 
a ire," declared Mr. Lindley V. Gor- 
o.., executive secretary of the World 
Alliance for International Friendship, 
when speaking on "The New Interna- 
tional Question" to the student body 
of Ward-Belmont, Friday, November 
8. 

The cannibals on the Fiji Islands 
have changed. No longer are they 
Savages of the lowest type, but since 
ho missionaries have been among 
hem their ideas and ideals have 
hanged. 

"Our forefathers used to drink 
lood out of their enemies skulls," 
itinued Mr. Gordon. "One doesn't 
have to change human 
ideas and ideals." 

At present we have the problem of 
competitive armament; mighty waa- 
ons built to crush foes. Every leader 
of every state is saying that it desires 
to consider reduction of armament. 

Some believe modern war in the 
past has been profitable; modern war 
is a loss. Great Britain, a mighty vic- 
tor in the last war requires every 
working man to give one day's salary 
in every four days for taxes. France 
was victorious; but only lately has 
France been able to refund its debt. 

"We know now Germany was rolled 
over in abyss economically; how other 
countries have had to nurse her back 
and put her where she can compete 
with others," Mr. Gordon declared. 

Three hundred and fifty billion dol- 
lars were thrown into flames. Every 
hour of the war cost two million dol- 
lars. There are not many saying 
armaments are profitable.

Your clubhouse— what does it mean 
to you? Is it just a "hang-out" to you 
—a place where you can relax with- 
out a thought as to its appearance, 
or is it something more than that? 

Most of us would immediately re- 
spond to the latter. Very few would 
have the moral courage to confess to 
a lack of club spirit, or admit that 
they don't "give a hang" about the

Eleven years after the Holocaust! 
Another grey day like that before the 
first Armistice day. How unusual it 
is to see so many students making 
their way toward a common meeting 
place on Sunday, and there can be no 
football game, no new theatrical of- 
fering to attract them here today. I 
see now; they are filing into the War 
Memorial Building. They have come 
to hear from stern-visaged and 
sparkly-eyed men, learned in the arts 
of peace and of war, the truth con- 
cerning "The New Internationalism" 
about which we have heard so 
and of which we have so little 



The doors close softly and young 
voices rise in their hymn of praise. 
They sing, "America." The World 
Alliance for International Fellowship 
has begun. The first session is a 
mass meeting of students. 

Bishop DuBose breathes a prayer, 
saying, "Peace is making one of all 
the people on ear 

students here will history and destiny 
be made. Grant, O Lord, your bless- 
ing on peace, universal brotherhood, 
and the cementing of fellowship. May 
we soon be a world with one sj 
one people, and one God. To 
goodwill!" 

Once more all voices raised, 
time they said that "Glorious things 
of Thee are spoken, Zion, city of our 
God." The chairman introduces T 
ident Smith, of Washington and 
University, who immediately makes his 
young audience feel at ease. It is he, 
who begs with the utmost sincerity 
that we adopt a policy of "militant 
pacificism," that we "hitch our wagon 
to the star of peace." He calls to the 
attention of these students the fact 
that in a few years they will all be 
voters. What do they intend to do 
with their vote? "We can wage war 
better than any nation on earth. But 
will we? No, I urge you now to be 
a militant peacemaker. Let us be a 
peace-breeding member of the family 
of nations. For peace is a Christian 
problem — and our glorious American

MARCEL DUPRE, 
ORGANIST, 
PRAISED HIGHLY 

Ward-Belmont girls enjoyed to the 
fullest extent the splendid program 
which Marcel Dupre, famous Parisian 
organist, rendered on the organ in our 
auditorium Saturday night, Novem- 
ber 16. Much pleasure in his recital 
had been anticipated and the per- 
formance fulfilled every expectation. 

The Nashville Tennessean said of 
Dupre: "His stupendous technique 
and marvelous memory are astound- 
ing. He played everything without 
notes, and can play, in ten recitals, 
all of Bach's organ works from mem- 
ory; and when one considers the three 
or more manuals with their intricate 
registrations and the pedals besides, 
it is quite a feat. Dupre, with his 
very long fingers, plays much like a 
pianist, lifting his hands consider- 
ably. He is extraordinarily brilliant, 
and his fingers fly over the manuals 
and change stops with lightning-like 
rapidity. He improvised as Guilmant 
used to do, on three themes, one of 
which was composed by Mr. Wesson, 
organist at Ward-Belmont; and the ef- 
fect was overwhelming." 

George Pullen Jackson of The 
Nashville Banner, said: "Mr. Dupre, 
eminent organist at Notre Dame in 
Paris, gave a program that, in its 
composition and rendition, was a total 
surprise, almost a revelation. There 
were two high points during the even- 
ing. One was the Bach Prelude and 
Fugue. As M. Dupre played the in- 
finitely intricate pages of this compre- 
hensive composition, using no sheet 
music, one was forced to recall that 
■•cable series of recitals in Paris 
when this same player performed the 
entire Bach literature from memory."

November 14, 1929. 

My Only True Love:

Whooped and 
hurrahed merrily, as I think she's one 
of the duckiest femmes in school. 

Saw the Fairbanks couple in "The 
Taming of the Shrew" for some sport 
and home to another Tri K. tea. 

More diet and eventually to hear 
Monsieur Marcel Dupre in his organ 
recital. Did fall quite in love with 
the charming, shy little Frenchman, 
and how does he play that organ. 

November 17, 1929. 

Prayed right reverently for rain, 
but guessed the jinx were against 
me, as it beamed — I had known it 
would. Churched, however, right 
happily, and a good sermon in the 
bargain. 

Decided at dinner that I was eter- 
nally doomed to the pits of excess 
(that was polite of me) fat, and so 
ate much. 

Spent the afternoon dilllng mto 
different occupations and accomplish- 
ing nothing. A great life for those 
who have no classes. No one would 
ever think it of me. 

Teas and Vespers, much to my 
great anticipation and far greater de- 
light.

To the Penta Tau-Tri K game and 
stood on positive blocks of ice all 
afternoon. Was right glad I'd gone, 
tho', because it was one fast hockey 
display. And, however, does "Boy '

things. Whoopee! 

November 19, 1929. 

Ha, Ha — where'll you be a month 
from today? I know, and once on our 
way, we don't fool. 

Signed up for extensive gymnastics 
and to a really jolly Chapel, where a 
slightly misplaced alarm went off 
regularly, until some meanie discov- 
ered it under the pulpit and turned 
it off. Oh, sour. 

Thanksgiving's only a week off, too. 
This is one day of looking forward- 
ness; yes, quite. 

November 20, 1929. 

Up at the crack of dawn and did 
some truly great hockey practicing. 
Neigh froze the little mittens, but 
that's no point in my favor. Break- 
fasted royally on dry brown bread, 
and thus in such weak condition did 
I trot to class. 

Just think— a month from today 
I'll be home and Xmas trees and 
cards and invitations, I hope — and a 
new dress, or two, if I'm lucky, and 
snow, hurrah! and lots of food, and 
no diet. There's more I could rave 
about, but I feel for you, and there- 
fore refrain. 

Club meeting and a swell-elegant 
fire drill after. Much wet towels and 
bored children. To bed after the 
night's rah-rah. What fun.

DR. J. W. BARTON 
GIVES REPORT ON 
JUNIOR COLLEGES 

Dr. John W. Barton, president of 
the American Association of Junior 
Colleges, after his return from the 
tenth annual meeting of the associa- 
tion over which he presided, gave a 
report from the convention. Accord- 
ing to the speaker from Stanford 
College, California, who spoke on the 
Junior College through the eyes of 
its students, the students there ap- 
prove of Junior colleges. 

The student activities were dis- 
cussed by another speaker who de- 
clared that there are one hundred 
and sixty-eight different student ac- 
tivities in Junior colleges in the 
United States. There are so many 
activities outside the class room not 
including the required gym work, that 
one student may do so much that it 
will hinder his classes. However, one 
may obtain the ability of better man- 
agement from student activities 
rather than from lessons. 

All the Junior college executives of 
the United States were not in favor 
of secret organizations in high school 
or Junior college years. 

The organization of the Junior col- 
lege has two lines, the preparatory, 
and the terminal courses. The Junior 
colleges are attempting to make the 
terminal course in order to round out 
a course for those who are not going 
on after two years of college work. 

"In the last four years there have 
been 466 Junior colleges established 
in the United States. Only four of 
them have been discontinued," said 
Dr. Barton. 

According to Dr. Barton many of 
these colleges are anxious to get one 
thing which we have and that is to 
have their credits accepted by other 
schools. "We may not be first in a 
good many things, but we can be best. 
I want every girl to make a mark for 
herself, either here or in the next 
school she attends or in the home 
which she will establish," concluded 
Dr. Barton.

Dr. Barton presented for the second 
time the scholarship cup to the Ans- 
ton Club, Monday, December 2. 

The Ariston Club had an average 
of 1.B77 at the close of the first quar- 
ter.

He 
smoothed the road that others might follow, only stop- 
ping long enough to pay tribute to the Dreamer and to 
the Builder. We know the sweetness of the first fruits of 
his success, but who knows the bitterness of the core? 
Only we know that he, too, fell with a thought of the City 
as it was, its filth and dirt, its muddy streets, its dirty, 
half-naked children, and the littleness of its people. 

Three men were traveling to the City-Far-Away. One 
only reached the goal, but two died with a vision.

A Book Review 

We have been prone to accept the lives of Queen Eliza- 
beth, Disraeli, and many other famous people, although 
successful, perhaps a bit dull. However, after reading 
the modern biographies of these historical characters, the 
fact is readily stressed that they were not the stiff, court- 
ly persons that we had imagined them, but were really 
human beings, with the thoughts, moods, and feelings not 
greatly different from all human beings. 

Now, John Garber Palache has written one of the most 
human and brilliant studies of a mosT* appealing char- 
acter, Marie Antoinette. He has shown no prejudices in 
the recording of her life, but has handled the theme in a

"The first recital of the season by 
Lawrence Goodman, head of the de- 
partment of piano nt Ward- Belmont, 
drew a large audieaVe made up of his 
friends, besides th|> student body of 
the school.

"Mr. Goodman has given many con- 
certs during the ten years he has been 
a resident of this city, and he can al- 
ways be relied on to make up an un- 
usually interesting program and play 
it superlatively well. 

"His is a rare combination of heart 
and mind, and his interpretations are 
invariably beautiful. He has magnifi- 
cent technique and plays with the 
greatest ease, being a worthy repre- 
sentative of his teacher, Ernest. 
Huteheson, that eminent exponent of 
relaxation and weight. Besides study 
ing many years with Huteheson, Mr. 
Goodman was abroad a long time. 

"One of the admirable features of 
his playing is his accuracy. Every- 
thing is clean and clear-cut and noth- 
ing is ever blurred. 

The program began with four mod- 
ern composers, one French and three 
American, followed by Bach, Schu- 
mann, and a group of Chopin. 

"Mouvement de Menuet," from a 
Ravel sonatine had loveliness of tone, 
like velvet. Charles T. Griffes was 
the young man who taught all day at 
a boys' school at Tarry town, N. Y.. 
and, composed and mailt' copies of his 
works at night and died before he 
achieved fame. "The /Lake at Eve- 
ning" is a serene picture of "lake 
water lapping with low sounds by the 
shore," by that great American com 
poser, and was poetically played. 

A scherzo called "An Oriental Fan- 
tasy," also by Griffes, is a colorful 
picture of the Fast, and was played 
in the popular hurly-burly jpirit^ v 

A serenade by Howard Brockway, 
who was here once with Geraldinc 
Farrar, was expressively played and 
after Chasin's humorous "Rush Hour 
in Hong Kong," Goodman repeated for 
encore, Griffes' "Lake." so that his 
hearers might learn to know it bet- 
ter. Abram Chasins, of New York, is 
a pupil of Huteheson and of Josef 
Hofmann, and teaches in Tin- Curtis 
Institute of Music in Philadelphia. 

"Two movements of Bach's "Italian 
Concerto," done in the traditional 
Bach style and showing that Good- 
man is master of all styles was fol- 
lowed by Schumann's not often played 
"Der Contrabandiste." which was an 
excellent bit of bravura. 

He gave an inspired performance 
of the Impromptu in F Sharp, Op. 'Mi. 
which began the Chopin group. With 
limpid clarity he played the graceful 
melody and the closing chords were 
marvelously beautiful. 

"The difficult "Prelude in F Sharp 
Minor, Op. 28, No. 8, with three notes 
in the bass against four in the right 
hand, and its constantly shifting chro- 
matics, was done with deceptive ease 
and at a rapid tempo, as was another 
difficult prelude, the one in I > .Minor. 
No. 24. 

"The Mazurka, Op. 7, No. I. m 1! 
tlat, the work which first attracted 
attention to Chopin at 23, preceded the 
great Scherzo No. I. in B minor, 
which Mr. Goodman played in a mas- 
terly manner. The tempestuous speed 
of his runs, and especially the one 
near the close in both hands, brought 
him an ovation and hi' was obliged to 
add another encore, which was Mc- 
Dowell's "Eagle."

DR. CRAWFORD,

ON PRAYER

Dr. L. W. Crawford, of George Pea- 
body College, spoke on the subject of 
Prayer to the Ward-Belmont stu- 
dents, Wednesday, December 11. 

After announcing his subject Dr. 
Crawford continued by saying, "I 
know some of you are asking why 1 
should choose such an old-tashioned 
subject; why not talk on something 
fresh, up-to-date and life-giving, or 
on something with backbone? . My an- 
swer is that if our prayer life is not 
up-to-date our religious life is apt to 
be stale. If our prayer life is bone- 
less our religious life is apt to be 
spineless." 

Dr. Crawford compared prayer to 
three things: a radio, a check, and a 
letter. "Prayer is the dial which we 
turn to hear God, and like the radio, 
God is broadcasting. Has he signed 
oh* or have we?" asked Dr. Craw- 
ford. 

"A check bears a signature; it may 
cancel a debt, buy a gift, or relieve 
suffering. What do we pray for? 
Are our prayers ever over-drawn as 
our checks? The more we have in the 
bank of Heaven the more we can 
pray, and the difference is, the more 
we pray the more we have of an in- 
exhaustible supply in Heaven," con- 
tinued Dr. Crawford. 

Comparing prayer with a letter, 
Dr. Crawford said, "Our letters are 
written to someone, well worded, and 
bear a signature; but many reach the 
dead letter box. I often wonder if 
there is a dead letter office for prayer. 
What route do our prayers take? I 
don't know, but, like our letters, if 
carefully addressed they will go by 
some route by which they will reach 
their destination."

Mather should be remembered for. 
It was he who submitted his son to 
the first inoculation against smallpox. 

He will also be remembered as the 
author of the first history of the 
United States, and was the father of 
Yale College. 

Michael Wigglesworth, a doctor as 
well as a minister, was the third of 
these New England ministers to be 
discussed by Dr. Barton. Michael 
Wigglesworth is remembered for his 
poem, "The Day of Doom."
